No matter what laws the Congress of home rule Cuba may make, there can be no 
absolute guarantee of their just interpretation as long as all the judges are appointed 
from Madrid. Ostensibly, the executive officials elected by universal suffrage have the 
right to admiinister the law. But they must administer it as interpreted by the direct 
representatives of Spain, and herein is the pith of the whole question.

{nhabitants and there are enough of them to keep an unchecked republican form of

RELIEF FOR NEEDY CUBANS. 


Senator Sherman’s Proclamation to 
Charitably Disposed Americans. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—The following 
proclamation was issued to-day: 

Department of State, Washington, Jan. 
8, 1898— 

To the Public: ; 

The undersigned, Secretary of State of 
the United States, had the honor on Dec. 
24 to make known to all the charitably dis- 
posed people of this country the appeal of 
the President for aid in the form of money 
or supplies toward the speedy relief of the 
distressing destitution and suffering which 
exists among the people of Cuba. 

The gratifying interest which his coun- 
trymen have shown in all paris of our land 
‘dn that humane appeal has led the Presi- 
dent to recognize the need of orderly and 
ecncerted effort, under well directed con- 
trol, if timely assistance is to be given by 
the public to the sick and neely of Cuba. 
He has, therefore, appointed, with the co- 
operation of the American Red Cross, tho 
New York Chamber of Commerve and one 
of the leading representatives of the reli- 
gious community, a central Cuban relief 
committee, with headquarters in New York 
City, composed of the following members: 
Stephen E. Barton, Chairman; Second Vice- 
President of the American Red Cross Chas, 
A. Schieren, Treasurer; a member of the 
New York Chamber of Commerce and 
Louis Klopsch, groprietor of the Christian 
Herald.

as may be contributed by the people of the 
United States, but to invoke in its own 
name and through the three great interests 
It fitly represents, the concurrent effort of 
local relief boards throughout the United 
States, and to invite the kindly aid of the 
transportation agencies of the country for 
the prompt conveyance of contributed sup- 
plies to the seaboard and their shipment 
thence to Cuba. 

The Consul-General at Havana is in turn 
assured of the effective co-operation of 
every available agency in the island of Cuba 
in order that life may be saved and suffering 
spared.

to the sentiments of charity that have ever 
characterized the American people.

RIN HIMSELF NEARLY CRAZY 


Brooks’ Phenomenal Moose-

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 8.—Rosewell 
G. Brooks of this cicy, a scientific explorer, 
who went into the woods of Itasca and St. 
Louls Counties a month ago, in search of

turned to Minneapolis to-day. 

Mr. Brooks had a narrow escape from 
leaving his bones to bleach in the wiids, 
He followed a moose for three days, cover- 
ing 8 miles on the run, zig-zagéing in all 
directions. For two days he had nothing 
to eat, seeing no living thing on the entire 
run, except the moose.

SIXTEEN MILES. 


TO GUARD NEW YORK HARBOR. 


No Vessel Afloat Could Stand One Shot 
From This Remarkable Piece of 
Ordnance Being Made at 
Bethichem Iron Works. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—Unless some un- 
forezeeen accident occurs, the largest can- 
non in the world will be tn the possession 
of the United States Government by March 
15. Advices received at the Army Building 
this forenoon from the Bethlehem (Pa.) 
Iron Works were to the effect that this 
great weapon is to be completed by that 
time. The gun is five feet longer and six 
tons heavier than the gun exhibited by 
Krupp of Germany at the Columbian Expo-

When the call for soldiers came in 1862 
John Hines kissed his wife and babies geod- 
by, shouldered his musket and went off to 
fight for what he thought was right.

The little girl in the asylum was 2 years 
old when Henry Wittenhouse and his wife 
went there to adopt a little girl to brighten 
their home. They choose Httle Mary Hines 
and had formal papers of adoption made 
out, 

Mr. Wittenhouse gave up his tailor shop 
in St. Louls and went to farming at Au- 
gusta, Mo. The child grew into a bright 
little girl and her adopted parents were 
very proud of her. 

It was not until she was 7 years old that 


‘she began to have an inkling of the truth. 


The term “adopted daughter” was let slp 
by visitors and it set her mind to work. 
Then she came across the paper of adoption 
and asked about it. 

Her adopted parents told her they thought 
‘her parents were both dead. From them 


‘she learned the story of her adoption and 


her real name. 


| The child resolved to find her mother if 
‘she was on earth or else be sure that she 
.was dead.

The 
American gun is to weigh 126 tons and be 
In a vertical 
line through its breech the gun will‘ be six 
feet in diameter. When completed the gun 
pis to be part of the new system of fortifi- 
cations to protect Greater New York, being 
located on Romer Shoals in the lower bay. 

The makers have been at work upon it 
more than a year. They are sanguine that 
there is no vessel afloat that can stand one 
shot from the gun, They are probably right, 
when it is considered that the conical ehot, 
as large as the body of a man and five feet 
six inches in length, is to weight more 
than 2,600 pounds and is to strike with a 
velocity of 1,879 feet a second. Besides the 
damage to the ship itself every man within 
fifteen yards of the spot where the shot 
strikes would be killed outright by the 
shock. 

The gun !s to be of sixteen-inch calibre 
and about 1,000 pounds of powder will be 
necessary to send the steel projectile over 
its computed range of sixteen miles. The 
longest known range ever attained was that 
of a sixty-seven-ton gun, which threw a 
1,400-pound projectile twelve miles. 

Secretary Alger has engineers at work 
upok plans for a powerful turret in which 
the gyn is to be housed. This turret is 
to be of the best Harveyized steel plates 
nearly two feet thick. Behind this outer 
armor there 1s to be a steel backing and 
more armor, bringing the total thickness 
up to move than three feet. 

No vessel could carry a turret of this 
thickness, as the weight would capsize any 
battleship afloat. The turret is to be forty- 
five or fifty feet in diameter. The turret 
foundation of granite and steel is to be sunk 
through the sand on Romer Shoals to the 
gneiss rock -hat underties it. It is to stand 
twenty-five feet above the surface of the 
bay at high water. The roof is to be egg- 
shaped, so that a rain of projectiles from 
a hostile fleet would glance from it. Tor- 
pedoes are to be guarded against by a se- 
ries of underwater barricades. The gun's 
range is to command all the channels of 
the harbor, and supplemented by twenty 
10 amd 12-'nch rifies at Fort Hamilton, fif- 
teen more at Fort Wadsworth, forty rified 
mortars at Plum Island and twenty mortars 
and twenty-two guns at Sandy Hook, it is 
likely tue give any unwelcome visitor that 
tries to get into the Narbor a reception that 
will become historical.

Y-RAY FOR CONSUMPTION 


Claimed to Be Invaluable in Diag- 
nosis.

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—What is claimed to 
be an important discovery in the battle of 
science against tuberculosis was demon- 
strated before the Orange Mountain Medical 
Society, at Brick Church, N, J. Many emin- 
ent New York specialists in lung diseases 
were present. Dr. J. Edward Stubbert, the 
specialist in charge of the Loomis Sanita- 
rium for consumptives at Liberty, N. Y., 
made the demonstration, For several months 
he has employed the Roentgen rays for the 
purpose of examining the lungs of the 
sufferers at the Sanitarium. He asserts that 
the Roentgen rays show the presence of the 
disease in its most incipient forms and long 
before the existing methods find any trace. 
The physicians present displayed great in- 
terest in this claim, it being argued that if 
the disease can we located in its earliest 
stages, the chances of ultimate cure are 
vastly improved. 

In its normal state, the lung Is not pictured 
by the Roentgen rays, but when attacked 
by tuberculin the diseased portions are 
shown the same as bone, or any impenetra- 
ble object. 

The stages of the disease, as exhibited by 
the tests on the five patients, were shown 
by the varying density of the shadows cast.

BRYAN’S ADDRESS, < 


Americans of To-Day Should Continue 


the Combat Begun by Jackson. 


Mr. Bryan said: 

“It ie especially fitting that at this time 
the American people should recall the name 
of Andrew Jackson and gather inspiration 
and encouragement from his public career. 
We are engaged to-day in a contest very 
similar to that in which he played so con- 
spicuous and honorable a part. During his 
term of office the national banks attempted 
to overawe the representatives of the peo- 
ple and control the Government. He grap- 
pled with it and overthrew it. Arrayed 
against him were the very classes which 
have forced a continuance of the gold 
standard in the United States in spite of the 
almost unanimous protest of the people— 
the same clases which are now trying to 
coerce the Government into the surrender 
of the sovereign right to control the money 
of the country, It seems that every gene- 
ration presents a combat between the pro- 
ducers of wealth and the money changers. 
The latter, conducting thelr campaign in 
eecrecy, fasten theméelves upon the body 
politic and prey upon industry until their 
hold is broken by an awakened and indig- 
nant public.

SIX MEN IN GRAVE PERIL. 


‘Missouri Railroad Company Failed to 
Turn Off Their Trolley Current 
and Members of an Engine 
Company Received Shocks. 


Theis was an explosion on the sixth floor 
of the big bonded warehouse of the Chris- 
tian Peper Tobacco Company, Twelfth and 
Market streets, at 5:45 o’clock last evening. 
An instant later flames were bursting from 
an upper window. 

In two hours the great building was in 
ruins. Tons of tobacco that had been stored 
by nearly all of the tobacco manufacturers 
of St. Louis were destroyed, involving a loss 
of over $400,000. 

The fire burned with such rapidity that 
the damage was done within an hour. 

Stored in the great warehouse, which was 
@ building 26 by 135 feet, were about 3,500 
hogsheads of tobacco from Kentucky and 
Virginia, held on commission for the own- 
ers, and about 1,500 hogsheads owned by 
the Christian Peper Tobacco Company. 

When the floors, six in number, gave way 
under ithe weight there was noth ng to 
hold the walls and they fell by sections. 
Had Chief Swingley ordered it the walls 


couldn't have fallen more to his satisfac 
tien. The Market street wall of the old 
half of the building and the south wall, 
sianding high over the alley in the rear, 
fell first: he Twelfth street sde of the 
building, with the tobacco stored there, was 
saved. But the cured weed was permeated 
with smoke and deluged with water. It will 
not be worth much on the market, even 


‘when rehandled. 


‘How the fire started no one knows. Hen- 
ry Wuerle, a clerk in the City Hall, was 
passing the warehouse on the eee s.de 
of the street. He heard a muffled explo- 
sion. Looking up he saw smoke from a 
window at the east end of the warehouse 
on the top floor. He gave the alarm. Five 
miautes later a general alarm was turned 


n, 

It was a hard conflagration to fight. 
Smoke was pouring from the top windows 
of the warehouse. The water towers 
couldn't reach high enough and the long ex- 
tension ladders, each with a line of hose 
and a couple of pipemen to play the stream, 
were run up. The firemen were dr:ven from 
the ladders by the pungent smoke. It rolled 
out of the building, black and dense. The 
light east wind swept it through the streets. 
Policemem with stretched ropes were not 
needed to keep back the crowds. The smoke 
did it and the crowds got no closer to the 
scene than Eleventh street, Walnut, Chest- 
nut and the new City Hall Park. 

For half an hour after the department got 
to work there was little flame. The wet 
tobacco burned siowly. When the flames

THERE IS A LAW ALREADY. 


Commissioner Hermann Opposes the 
New Land Grant Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 8.—Cammise- 
sioner Hermann of the General Land’ Office 


has prepared an adverse report on the 
House bill providing for the granting to 
the respective States of all the arid lands 
within their areas upon condition that the 
land shall be reclaimed for agricultural 
purposes by the States. The report sets 
forth that under the Carey act of 18% Con- 
gres3 made grants ‘to the States wherein 
arid Jands are situated, not exceeding 
1,000,000 acres to each, and up to this time 
but few of the States have availed them- 
selves to any extent of the benefits of the 
law. These States which have taken lim- 
ited acres are: Wyoming 99,097 acres; Mon- 
tana, 10,632 acres; Idaho 68,000; Utah, 221,- 
148 acres and Washington, 85,454 acres. 

In place of the bill proposed the commis- 
sioner expresses the opinion that the Carey 
law be so amended as to extend a more 
satisfactory guarantee to capital as an in- 
ducement to invest in the reclamation of 
arid lands under the law, but he (disap- 
proves of the effort to enlarge the quan- 
tity of lands which can now be acquired 
by the States.

William Snowden Stewart 
Fought With Footpads. 


THEY BEAT HIM BRUTALLY. 


HIT ON THE HEAD WITH THE 
BUTT OF A REVOLVER WHILE 
ROBBING HIM. 


HE DIED OF THE INJURIES. 


Was Assaulted on Union Avenue in 
the Early Evening Within 
a Block of Gis 
Home. 


Five weeks ago last night William Snow. 
den Stewart of 5370 Vernon avenue was 
murderously assaulted by footpads within 
a stone's throw of his home. 

This afternoon his body will be taken to 
Louisville, Ky., for interment. 

Mr. Stewart died at H:30 o’clock Friday 
night of the injuries he received at the 
hands of the highwaymen. 

Another murder may thus be charged to 
the account of the outlaws who infest St. 
Louls and to suppress whom the _ police 
force seems to be wholly inadequate. 

The assault was reported to the Captain 
of the mounted district the day after the 
hold-up, but so far as can be learned no 
atternpt was made to catch the murderots 
footpads. 

Mr. Stewart was a tall, fine-look'ng fel- 
low, about the last man one would ever 
pick out as having been marked by high- 
waymen. He was 6 feet in height, weighed 
199 pounds and was active as well as mus- 
cular. He had been for many years an 
employe of the Manewal-Lange Cracker 
Company, Sixth street and Cass avenue, 
and he made his home with his brother-in- 
law, Joseph J. Gross at 6370 Vernon ave- 


nue, 

The family ts connected with many well- 
known persons; Mrs, Gross the dead man's 
sister, is a cousin of Fiank Gaienne, gen- 
eral manager of the St. Louis Exposit.on. 
Mr. Gross comes from a prominent familv 
of Baitimore. He is the elder brother of 
Archbishop Gross of Vovtinn1] Ore., and 
Was a classmate of Archb‘shop Kain of 
St. Louis at the Theolozical Seminary at 
St. Charles, Ind. Arshbisho» Gross Was a 
classmate of Cardinal Gibbons, and anoth- 
er brother, the Rev. Father Marcus 5. 
Gross, recently deceased, was secretary for 
years to Cardinal Gibbons. Josepn J. Gross 
is with the firm of Steinwender & Co., cof- 
fee importers, at 412 South Seventh street 

The fatal assault was made about 7:30 
o'clock the evening of Dec. 4 last on Union 
boulevard, between Maple and Vernon av- 
enues. Mr. Stewart had just alighted from 
a Page avenue car and was on his way 
home. The neighborhood is especially lone- 
some, and, by reason of a dense growth of 
shade trees on the west side of the street, 
is poorly lighted. It is in the Cabanne dis- 
trict, and residents say policemen of the 
mounted squad are but seldom observed pa- 
trolling the quiet streets. 

Midway between Maple and Vernon av- 
enues two men approached Mr. Stewart and 
gruffly commanded him to throw up his 
hands. The big, athletic man stepped back- 
ward to defend himself. 

As he did so one of the men hammered 
him over the right eye with the butt of a 
revolver. The footpad swung all his power 
into the blow, and Mr. Stewart was stag- 
gered, but not dazed. Before he could re- 
cover himseif, and get firmly on his feet 
again, another blow was deait him on the 
forehead, and Mr. Stewart was sent to the 
stone pavement at the feet of the desperate 
thugs. 

The wonder of it was that the man’s skull 
was not cracked, so rapidly and with such 
wicked force was the battering adminis- 
tered. — gashes were cut in the fore- 
head, but Mr. Stewart bore up under his 
punishment and never for~a moment lost 
consciousness. It was two against one, but 
he resisted the attack so well that the high- 
waymen had no chance to go through his 
pockets. 

While battling in the shadows sounds of 
horses’ hoofs and carriage wheels were 
heard coming down Union boulevard. Mr. 
Stewart called for help, and his assailants 
paused to note the nearness of the ap- 
proaching vehicle. When they took in the 
situation they darted north on Union boule- 
vard, but not without adding a final and 
most savage welt on the head of the 
plucky man at their feet. 

Stewart struggled to ‘his knees and at- 
tempted to rise. The vehicle was right upon 
him. It proved to be a single horse buggy, 
driven by two men. Stewart called again. 
He could discern by the ray of an electric 
light swinging at the corner the faces of 
the two drivers as the buggy dashed b 
him, but the men did not so much as sl 
up and inquire if he was in trouble. 

Weak from the exertions and almost 
blind from the biood which poured from 
his forehead over his eyes and down his 
face, Mr. Stewart reeled across the street 
and feebly made his way a block west to 
his brother’s home, His wounds were 
dressed and he was put co bed. While his 
sister sponged his forehead and Mr. Gross 
aided him to disrobe, he gave an account 
of his adventure and described ‘his as- 
sallants. 

One man, he said, was short and stout. 
The other. the one who first struck him 
and who called on his companion to “give 
it to him rene, was tall with a biack 
mustache. Mr. Stewart was sure he could 
identify the men if they were brought 
before him. 

The injured man slept well that night, 
and the next day, Sunday, was able to sit 
up, although a physician was called in to 
treat his wounds. In the Cabanne district 
the fire engine house acypoining the Arcade 
does service, by common consent of the 
citigens, as a sub-station of the Mounted 
District. The impromptu station house is 
only a block away from the Gross home. 
and Felix Provencher, Mr. Gross’ son-in- 
law, Went up to report the attempted hold-

Mr. Stewart's injuries were not considered 
Ser‘ous at first. He remained indoors for a 
week in order to give them @ chance to heal, 
and when there appeared to be no Improve. 
ment a physician was again called in, al- 
though neither Mr. Stewart nor any mem- 
ber of the family entertained alarm for the 
result. The patient remained in the house, 
moving freely up and down stairs, but he 
frequently complained of pains in his head 
and nausea. Illness was unknown to him 
before. He was 43 years old, and all his 
life he had never spent a day of sickness., 
and this attack went doubly hard with 

m, 


Ten days ago Mr. Stewart’s condition be- 
came such that Dr. J. Tanquary of Belt 
and Vernon avenues was sent for. He 
found that an artery had been ruptured, 
and that the neglect resulting from ignor- 
ance of the serious facts of the case nad 
given the wound a threatening aspect. The 
physician was alert and attentive, but he 
could not prevent blood-poisoning.

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in Massachusetts for the protection of the 
operatives. Their complaint is significant 
because it emphasizes the reactionary ten- 
dency of present conditions. If this ‘“‘gr:nd- 
ing process’’ continues the laboring classes 
will lose all the advantages which they 
have gained in the last quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

Instead of shorter hours for adults and 
more education for children, we shall be 
asked to lengthen the hours of labor and 
to dwarf the intellects as well as the bodies 
of the children by manual labor during the 
years when they should be in school. 

How many plagues 
will be required to 
soften the heart of 
our financial Pha- 
roah? Does he not 
know that now, as of 
old, “Bricks without 
straw,” but presage 
the coming of the day of deliverance? 
Prescott tells us that the Aztecs were in 
the habit of offering up human victims to 
secure the favor of their gods. Our oppo- 
nents sometimes speak in disparaging terms 
of those who inhabit the land of the Az- 
tecs, but let it be remembered that the 
huge sacrificial stone that once surrounded 
the great Teocalli in the capital of the 
Montezumas, now harmless and unused, 
forms one of the most interesting exhibits 
in the Mexican National Museum, while in 
the United States, fresh victims in ever- 
increasing numbers are being immolated 
upon the altars erected in honor of the gold 
standard. 

Since the last celebration of Jackson’s 
Day, thousands of political prodigals have 
returned to the old home and. thousands 
more are growing weary of the husks, The 
reception of those who have returned has 
depended upon the spirit which has ani- 
mated the prodigals.

Address Delivered by Representative 
James Hamuiton Lewis. 


Speeches were also made by Senator Stew- 
art of Nevada, Samuel R. Morse of the In- 
diahapolis Sentinel, the Hon. James H. 
Lewis: of Washington, Mr. T. R. R. Cobb 
of Atlanta, D. J. Campau of Detroit, Mayor 
Taggart of Indianapolis and others. 

The Hon. James Hamilton Lewis said in 
the course of his speech: 

“It may be grac.ous, but it is just, that 
I, speaking for myself alone, should express 
a difference from the distinguished leader 
whose flag I followed to the ditch, and 
who again I am ready to follow to that in- 
evitabie victory which fate has decreed 
him, yet I differ in the view expressed that 
the reincarnation of silver is the most ur- 
gent need of the hour. Great and impor- 
tant as is the question, yet to me there 
ever arises that other question what avail 
is it to the poor man should the govern- 
ment increase their privileges four-fold to 
take that money from him? So long as the 
law permits the concentration of wealth 
in the form of trusts to dictate to the cif» 
zen the price of the necessities of exist- 
ence the citizens’ increased dollar will be 
but the increased sum paid by that citizen 
for his existence. I say, therefore, that 
when these monopolies through prodigal 
bounties obtained by selected legislation 
can set a value upon the poor’s priviloge 
of living there can be no reilef in-expe- 
dients which palliate for an hour the fast 
increasing wealth, 

“We have the spectacle confronting us 
of the combined trust, controlling seven 
bill'ons, the consolidated banks eleven bil- 
lions, the railroads five billions, yet this 
vast wealth, one-third of the nation’s pos- 
sessions, manipulated by less men than 
would fill the Auditorium of Chicago, not 
10,000, yet who, by virtue of this prodigious 
accumulation and its power for evil, openly 
defy the laws, corrupt the ballot box and 
defile the judiciary, and as a result of it all 
they force 30,000,( Fg to yield up their 
benefits and 20,000, people to forfeit their 
political rights.

His 
managers say they see the necessary 73 
votes for him afd that the tide of popular 
sentiment that is now being felt will make 
his vote larger than is necessary next Tues- 
day. 

One week ago to-night the Hanna tickets 
Yor the organization of the Legislature were 
defeated in the Republican caucus, On last 
MonGay the Senate was organized by a vote 
of 18 to 17 against him and the House by 
6 to 58 against him, a total of 75 to 70 against 
Hanna. The Senator’s managers claim that 
the standing now is the reverse and that iff 
there was a ballot to-night Hanna would be 
elected by 75 to 70. The opposition concedes 
the loss: of Representative Manuel of Mont- 
gomery only and that they still have votes 
fo spare in defeating Hanna. 

During the day there has been a list of 
Bets posted at the Neil House, cnneing 
fioen $500 to $5,000, or any parts thereof, 
for even money on the election of Hanna 
and other pr.vate wagers were offered, but 
mone were taken, There was $8,000 depos- 
fted at the Neil House office for even ts 
on Hanna, and it remains there. 

The ceremonies for the inauguration of 
Gov. Bushnell occur at noon Monday and 
the mass-meeting ts announced for 2:30 p. 
m. As the inaugural exercises will not be 
over when the mass-meeting begins, there 
is intense feeling among the friends of Gov. 
Bushnell, Mr. Kurtz and others bé@cause 
this meeting was called at a time when it 
will conflict with the inauguration. The 
Siate committee explains that many who 
will be here on Monday expect to leave on 
the evening trains, and that no later hour 
could be fixed for the meeting at which 


strong resolutions will no doubt be adopt- 
ed against the newly inaugurated Gover- 
nor, “the bolting’’ pee ogee members of 
the Legislature and others.

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AUSSIA MUST 
RULE THE EAST 


The Czar’s Wishes Now the 
Potent Influence in China. 


TIME WILL ADD TO ITS FORCE. 


THE KAISER’S: THIRST FOR 
GREATNESS AT THE BOTTOM 
OF GERMANY’S POLIOY. 


ENGLAND WILL HOLD HER OWN. 


At the Present Time the British Would 
Welcome a War With Germany 
More Readily Than With 
Any Other Nation.

LONDON, Jan. 8.—‘‘Russia cares not a 
snap for Germany or any other country, 
but Germany seeks to convey the impres- 
sion that in this Easterg adventure she ts 
backed up by the Czar. 

“The Kaiser is thirsting for greatness, 
and is apparently reckless of consequences, 
Public sentiment in England, while wholly 
opposed to any friction with the United 
States, would welcome a war with Ger- 
many, and this has been true since Jan- 
uary, 1896, when the Emperor offered to in- 
terfere between the Transvaal and Eng- 
land. I am a friend of Germany, but I see 
danger ahead, owing to this new policy of 
adventure, 

“It ts a mistake to think England will 
attempt to grab land in China or make a 
great war demonstration, because Germany 
has seized Kiao-Chou. At the outside Eng- 
land will only seize some point from which 
she can insist upon the fulfillment of 
treaty obligations.”’ 

This declaration was made to me by an 
English statesman, who knows what is in 
the mind of the Cabinet Ministers here bet- 


ter than any one, excepting Lord Salisbury. 

“England,” he said, “seeks trade with 
China as with the rest of the world, and 
welcomes American competition ag caléu- 
ated to help develop the country indus- 
trialiy. 

“I do not believe that Germany means, at 

resent more than the fortifying of a coal- 
ng siation in the far East with a view to 
making her alliance precious to Russia. If, 
however, Germany should pretend to ex- 
clusive control of Chinese trade, then it will 
be time enough for England to arm in de- 
fense of her commerce. 

‘“England’s strongest force in the East is 
moral, not physical. The free trade that 
we practice is quite different from the pro- 
tectionism of Russia, France or Germany, 
particularly in colonial matters. 

AT CHINA’S BACK DOOR. 

“Next let me reflect the views of a retired 
British official, whose long residence in 
China has made him an author.ty through- 
out the world. He recently returned from 
a journey across Siberia, during which he 
visited the places now in question. His 
views are particularly ‘mportant. He said: 
‘Russia is the real power about the Yel- 
low Sea. She finds admission to the back 
‘door of China by means of her merchants 
over caravan routes, and this will be still 
more the case when her railway is com- 
plete that will make Pek'n and Petersburg 
terminal points .of one road.’ 

“Russia exercises over China a species 
of Monroe @octrine that is all the stronger 
by not being on paper. She is looked upon 
by the impotent Pekin Government as a 
protector manly against Japan, but also 
against other European powers. Russia 
props up the rotten Manchu mi trou | much 
as the concert of Europe has been bolster- 
ing up the Sultan. This is not done for 
nothing, and China must pay for it in land 
or other concessions. 

“Russia feels with Ch'na that Japan is 
making ready for another war, and the 
Czar is, therefore, straining every effort to 
complete the trans-Mongol.an Railway and 
acquire a firm military base in_those wa- 
ters. He welcomes Germany at Kiao-Chon, 
because her presence at that place is an ad- 
ditional source of irritation to Japan, be- 
sides weakening the Emperor’s power at 
home. 

“Russia, Germany and France all have 
now territorial spheres of influence in China, 
none of which will clash, but, on the con- 
trary, al] of which, united, are a formid- 
able menace to either Ch’na or Japan. 

“England alone stands for the interests 
of the United States and the rest of the 
world, desiring no territory, but keenly in- 
terested in the development of railways, 
telegraphs and other instruments of com- 
mercial progress. 

‘“‘My friend had been to Port Arthur, as 
well as Kiao-Chon, and he described both 
of them as being excellent harbors, free 
from ice 'n winter. and offering abtndant 
shelter for any number of big ships.” 

AMERICAN TRADE INTERESTS. 

“after talking wth several members of 
Parliament, who spoke practically in the 
sense already quoted, I called for the opin- 
ion of an American manufacturer, largely 
interested in the far East trade. He said: 

“‘Our duty as a nation fs clear enough, 
China je a splendid customer and the more 
she is opened up the more splendid she is 
in my eyes. France and Germ iny and Rus- 
sia are good at putting out trade, but Eng- 
land gives us a fair show everywhere. 
China is going to need railways and loco- 
mo‘ives and machinery and we have a bet-

‘There is much confusion in the public 
mind regarding the Easter situation. The 
main centers of disturbance are the three 
emperors, who reside respectively in Berlin, 
St. Petersburg and Pekin, China appears 
not to have changed in recent years, except- 
ing in so far as the administration is even 
worse than it was. Patriotism does not 
exist, and the murder of missionaries 
‘springs not from religious fanaticism 80 
,much as from the hatred of officials to- 
wards those who represent civilization and 


reform. 
RUSSIAN EXPANSION. 

‘"The Russian Czar ts not a strong man, 
or even intelligent, but he is moving with 
an irresistible tide of national expansion,

80 strong are the forces driving Russia 
eastward, that progress is secure, so long 
as a great Furopean war is avoided. The

LONDON, Jan. 8.—The hurried summoning 
of a Cabinet council to-day, followed by 
the report from Portsmouth that orders had 
been received at the dock yard to prepare

The Cabinet Ministers came from all 

parts of the country to attend the council, 

gg assembled at twenty-four hours’ no- 
ce. 

Arthur Balfour delivers a political ad- 
dress to his constituents in Manchester on 
Monday night, being the first Minister to 
speak since the far Eastern crisis arose. 

It is significant of the every and dell- 
cacy. of the situation that the character of 
his references to the Chinese question 
formed the subject of the Cabinet discus- 
sion to-day. 

It is rumored to-night that a majority of 
the Cabinet favor a decisive declaration by 
him as representing England’s definite re- 
solve to permit no Chinese port to be oc- 
cupled by or ceded to any power, except as 
a free port. 

The position of the Government has been 
seriously shaken in the country, owing to 
its apparent inactivity in the face of Rus- 
sian and German aggression, 


GERMANY’S VALUABLE GRAB. 


England Pleased to Think Kiao-Chau 
Bay of Little Importance. 


LONDON, Jan. 8.—The disclosure of the 
details and terms of the acquisit!on of Kiao- 
Chau Bay by Germany momentarily scared 
the British public, which, however, now 


regards Germany’s move with all the more 
equanimity, as, in the opin.on of the per- 
sons intimately acquainted with China, 
Kiao-Chau Bay is of little commercial val- 
ue and will only be a source of huge ex- 
pense for “German Jamesoners.” If the 
harbor had been commercially valuuble it 
is pointed out, it would long ago have been 
made a treaty pert. but it is said to be 
completely overshadowed by the close prox- 
imity of flourishing Chee Foo. The Prov- 
ince of Shan Tung is entirely agricultural 
and hardly able to support its population, 
while the strategic value of Kiao-Chau Bay 
can be inferred by the fact of Russia, in 
spite of the Cassini treaty, allowing Ger- 
many to occupy it. Altogether, K ao-Chau 
“or is not likely to prove a bed of roses. 

he British Government maintains a 
sphinx-like reserve regarding Chinese af- 
fairs and there are no further revelations 
of her intentions since the statement made 
by the Manchester Guafd'an on Jan. 3 and 
cabled to the Associated Press at that time, 
which was unquestionably the official view 
of. the situation. 

A conclusive illustration of the attitude 
of the British Government is furnished by 
the presence’ of warsh:ps of Great Britain 
at Chemulpo and Port Arthur, and it is 
likely to be further demonstrated by the 
sending of ships to Kiao-Chau Bay. 

Russia and ce are courting Japan. 
Both of the are In deadly fear of her 
forming an offensive and defensive alliance 
with Great tain. As a matter of fact, 
there are things much more unlfkely than 
the eventual, alliance of Great Britain, 
China an pan, and the contingency 
would acquire still more probability should 
Great Britain, as it now seems certain, 
guarantee a Chinese loan. At the present 
moment, so far as Great Britain is con- 
cerned, the loan is the kernel of the whole 
question, 

A suggestive plece of news is that Japan 
has purchased two cruisers of 9,000 tons 
each, which have been buftding in England 
for Chile. 

It is not sereved the Chinese loan, if 
completed, will affect the market for sfi- 
ver. As the money is required to pay the 
Japanese war indemnity and would not be 
sent to China, silver could not be utilized,

Desperate Efforts to Save Himself From the 


Fate of His Confederate. 


COLFAX, Wash., Jan, 8.—Marehal Chad- 
wick, the suspected murderer of young Hay- 
den near Farmington the night of October 
22, was taken from jail by a mob this morn- 
ing and hanged to the west wall of the 
court-house, 

Yesterday there was a suspicion that a 
mob was collecting, but the officers made 
no preparation to resist it. Jailor E. B. 
Treff, the only officer about the court- 
house, was awakened about 2 o’clock and 
informed that an officer wanted a prisoner 
locked up. He dressed and camg out and 
was then confronted by masked men with 
drawn revolvers. The officer was informed 
that the mob wanted to hang Marshall 
(‘Blackeye’) Chadwick, and “Dakota 
Slim” McDonald and ordered him to give 
up the jail keys. The officer was led to the 
Sheriff’s office, got the keys and gave them 
to his captors. Twelve of the mob entered 
the jail, taking Treff h them. 

At first the mob went into the women’s 
wing, where “Dakota Slim” was confined. 
“Slim” protested innocense and said: “Take 
Blackeye, who admits his guilt, and if he 
implicates me I will go.”” The mob thought 
this a fair proposition and went into the 
east ..ing of thé jail, where “Blackeyes’ ”’ 
cell was unlocked. He had only time to say: 
“Don’t hurt me. Before God I eam inno- 
cent,” when one of the mob struck him a 
heavy blow over the head with an iron bar, 
stunning him. A rope was then fastened 
around his neck and he was dragged out of 
the jail and up the narrow stalirg to the Su- 
perior Court room to a double window 
where the rope was tied around a standard 
between the windows. ‘“Blackeyes'”’ body 
was then pitehed out headforemost and 
left dangling at the end of an 8-foot rope 
against the Court-House wall, in plain view 
of the people on Main street. 

While this was being done a part of the 
mob returned to Dakota Slim’s cell. Dur- 
ing their absence the prisoner had stuffed 
the keyhole of the cell door with rags and 
fastened a sharp knife on the end of a 
broomstick. With this spear he kept jab- 
bing through the barrei door of his cell, 
thus preventing anyone from approaching 
the door to pick the rags out of the key- 
hole. His cell had two doors, the inner 
one being steel, and behind this he protected 
his body. Finally one of the mob, catch ng 
a glimpse of Slim’s shoulder, fired a shot 
at him. The bullet passed through thd 
sleeve, struck the wall and rebounded, 
striking him in the breast. He fell to the 
floor, exclaiming: “My Goda! they have 
killed me!”’ 

Another shot was fired at him. F'nally 
they decided that Slim was dead and left. 
His wounds, however, are not eerlous. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Jan. 8.—Four men 
have been lynched in the vicinity of Bear- 
den, Ark., within the last few days. Two 
were assailants of women and two were 
murderers. All were negroes. The assail- 
ants, Devoe and Huntley, were swung up 
at a point between Bearden and Harlow 
Mill Ranch, about three miles north of 
Bearden, while the murderers met their 
fate near the little town of Little Bay, a 
few miles south of Bearden, 

The work was done by two separate mobs 
and according to reports from Fordyce, 
near the scene, the quadruple lynching cre- 
ated but Lttle excitement. Devoe and 
Huntley were lynched for a crime commit- 
ted a year ago. At that time they attacked 
a Mrs, Paine, a respectable white woman 
at Bearden. Both negroes escaped after 
their crime and remained out of the vicin- 
ity for twelve months. A few days ago De- 
voe again put in an appearance and wag 
promptly arrested by J. D. Pest and But- 
ler. A mob was quickly gathered and De- 
voe barely escaped lynching at that time. 
He was questioned regarding the where- 
abouts of Huntley, but refused to give any 
information. 

A rope was placed around Devoe’s neck 
and he was swung up to a tree. He wae 
lowered to the ground before life became 
extinct and given another opportunity to 
talk. He then readily gave the required in- 
formation. He getated that Huntley wus 
working at Anderson's mill on the Cotton 
Belt Railroad, about twenty-five miles north 
of Furdyce. 

Devoe was left in charge of a heavy guard 
near Bearden while the remainder of the 
mob went to Anderson's mill to get Hunt- 
ley. They found their man and started 
away with him, but they never reached 
Bearden with the negro. He was iaaned 
shortiy after leaving Anderson's miil. 

When the mob returned to Bearden they 

ave out the report that Huntiey could not 

e found. Devoe was then placed in 
wagon and the mob atarted with him to 
Harlow Mill Ranch, three miles north of 
Bearden, where the crime was committed, 
in order that his victim might Identify him. 
Later the mob returned with an empty 
wagon and reported that Devoe had es- 
caped. There is no doubt whatever of the 
fate of both the criminais. 

The two murderers were hanged near 
Little Bay. They were accused of the 
murder of Bart Frederick, 4 water pome- 
er for the Cotton Beit Rallroad at Kings- 
land, a few days ago. Frederick was thrown 
from his velocipede and murdered. H's 

ockets were rifled and bis watch taken. 

t was through the watch that a clew to 
the identity of the murderers wag secured. 
The negroes left the timeplece at a store 
in Rison. A mob at once started in pur- 
suit and captured the murderers at a point 
near Little Bay.

In spite of Secretary Alger’s decision 
@gainst compressed foods, in spite of the 
United States Army experiments, lots of 
would-be miners are investing heavily in 
compressed foods. 

What is needed most particularly in the 
Yukon Valley is fat pork or some other meat 
that will supply body-fuel for hungry men 
in a bitter cold climate. : 

Whole wheat flour and rye flour are pre- 
ferred because more nourishing. Some hard 
bread of.the kind newly adopted for the 
army in the little rectangular cakes may De 
tried by the miners, but it should be used 
only as “emergency food.’ To eat it regu- 
larly would be dangerous. 

Of the concentrated vegetables, onions 
and carrots are specially valuable as anti- 
dotes for the fearful disease called scurvy, 
which is particularly apt to attack people 
who are half starved and who lack fresh 
prov.sions, There are carrot ‘‘chips’’ cooked 
and evaporated to absolute dryness and 
put up in tins; also “granulated carrots,” 
which are ground to about the size of snipe 
shot. The latter are delicious in flavor and 
will last indefinitely.

Likewise from 
Germany are a special kind of compress¢«d 
cabbages—the ‘‘Savoy red-headed."’ As for 

otatoes—of course this vegetable of vegeta- 
les cannot be omitted—they are furnished 
in granulated form like the carrots, and 
one pound represents a peck, so highly are 
ney compressed. It is easily seen that 
such bulky things as Irish potatoes could 
mot be shipped to the Yukon in their ordi- 
nary form. Potato flour is highly recom- 
mended for pancakes, being nutritious and 
Very palatable in that shape. The flour is 
made by cutting the potatoes in thin slices, 
drying them by artificial heat and grinding 
them to powder. 

Likewise a product of United States man- 
ufacture !s a prepardtion of twelve difter- 
ent vegetables mixed together and pressed 
inio a tablet three inches square. Of French 
make is a concentrated mixture of vege- 
tables and meal. It comes in six-ounce 
tin boxes, hoiding twenty-one little tablets, 
@ach one wrapped in red paper. One tab- 
let Sropped into a pint of boiling water 
ylelds a bow! of delicious soup. 

A ge part of the Kiondike provielons 
consist of compressed meats. Some of 
these is desiccated beef, which is simply 
Ordinary beef. with the water taken out 
of it. One ounce of it equals five ounces 
of the fresh beef one buys at the butcher's. 
It is reduced furthermore to very small 
bulk by pressure and this makes it so hard 
that it cannot be cut with a knife. When 
@- piece is wanted for use it hae to be 
chopped off the jump. Then the piece is 
put into a little machine Iike a coffee-mill 
@nd ground up, coming out in the form of 
@havings, which serve for eating on bread 
Or as stock for soup. A aimiiar kind of 
compressed meat is composed of one-fourth 
pork and three-fourths corned beef. 

Powdered beef is another highly convcen- 
trated food material. It contains every bit 
of the nutriment of the original meat, and 
being perfectiy water free, takes up com- 

arativeiy little room. Nearly all foods, be 
t observed, contain more than 50 per cent 
of water; in the case of most vegetables 
the percentage is enormously greater. 

But it must not be forgotten that the 
‘Water is a valuable element. The desic- 
Cated vegetable ts not so healthful as fresh 
food, when the latter can be obtained, 

Even egies are desiccated. There is no 
Gifficulty about sending eggs in this form 
to the Klondike. A preparation favorably 
thought of, called “granulated egg,”’ is 
made in St. Lou.s. One ounce of ft is equal 
to three freshiy broken hen's eggs. To the 
eye it resembles sawdust. Its manufacture 
fe very simple, the fresh egg: being broken

RESOURCES OF ALASKA.

ALASKAN GOVERNMENT. 


Recommendations to Be Made by the 
Senatorial Committee. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan, 8.—Senators 
Thurston, Carter and White, constituting 
the sub-committee on Alaska of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Territories, held a pro- 
longed session to-day.

INTERCHANGEABLE. TICKETS. 


On Account of Abuses Orders Are Now Issued That 
Passengers Must Sign in Presence of Conductors. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 8.—All of the roads which have 

been using interchangeable mileage tickets have 
found during the las: month that in some instances 
the tickets are being used by people to whom they 
were not issued, and who have therefore no right 
to them. The trouble is said to have been cauzed 
by the failure of conductors to make the purchaser 
sign his name in ther presence. Passengers have 
been in the habit of affixing their signatures be- 
fore getting on the train, and as this « csrecially 
forbidden by the rules of the Interchangeable M.ie- 
age Ticket Bureaus, the roads have issued fresh in- 
structions to the conductors that the signature of 
the passenger presenting the ticket must be af- 
fixed in the preserce of the conductor, and in case 
the passenger refuses to affix his signature the 
ticket is to be lifted. 

Notice has been given by the Western Mileage 
Bureau that the time of 20 days will be required 
for the examination of the certificates of inter- 
changeable tickets filed with # before the refund 
of $10 on each ticket will be paid to the purchaser. 

The heavy increase in the amount of east-bound 
traffic during the last week is pointed out by all 
railroafl men as an instance of how the agreement 
by the Eastern lines to maintain rates afier the 
first of the year is being observed. One day last 
week was a holiday, on which qoenpe little 
freight was handled, yet in spite of this the east- 
bound tonnage showed an increase of nearly 50,000 
tons. All the interested roads laugh at the idea 
that such an increase in the amount of traffic 
would follow an increase in freight rates. The 
general opinion is that the situation will not im- 
prové in the slightest as long as Joseph Leiter is 
holding his vast amount of wheat away from the 
Atlantic seaboard, and he says that he is in no 
hurry to ship it, but will send it out when he gets 
his price for it.

NEVADA, Mo., Jan. 8.—George E. Chambers and 
wife, now of this city, will leave for the Klondike 
gold regions Jan. 20. They will go from here to 
Seattle, whcre they have already purchased tick- 
ets of the North American Transportation Company 
to Dawson City. They will go by way of St. 
Michaels and the Yukon river. They will take 
the first boat that leaves Seattle in the epring. 

Mr. Chambers represents a company of Missouri 
capitalists and will go direct to their property on 
Stewart river, 100 miles north of Dawson City. He 
has a two years’ contract with this company to 
stay in the far North. 

Mrs. Chambers has already made the heavy 
clothes for herself and heavy underclothing for 
herself and husband. Mrs. Chambers expects to 


‘wear bloomers in the Klondike country. 


Extra heavy blankets, fur boots, snow shoes and 
Yukon sleds they expect to purchase after reaching 
the coast. 

Mr. Chambers said to a Post-Dispatch represen- 
tative to-day that ne hoped to reach his destination 
on Stewart river by Aug. 15. 

Their fare from Nevada to Dawson City is $720, 
and it will cost them $400 freight on their provisions, 
which is mostly compressed foods. They will take 
a case of medicines with them. 

Mrs. Chambers Is a handsome and plucky young 
woman. When asked to-day if she didn’t dread the 
trip of hardships in that fearfully cold country, 
she replied: ‘‘No, indeed, I do not dread the trip 
in the feast. I ain only too anxious to go. I ex- 
pect to stick to my husband all the way, through, 
and we hope to find plenty of gold.’”’ 


WANT SOMETHING DONE. 


Missionary Associations Prodding President 
Kinley About Turkey. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Ex-Secretary Foster 
called at the White House to-day, in company with 
a delegation of New York representatives of the 
Migssionary and Evangelical Association, to talk 
with the President over the present state of nego- 
tiations with Turkey. Among the callers were 
Everett P. Wheeler, ex-Representative Darwin 
James and W. E. Dodge. The delegation repre- 
sented to the President that notw.thstanding the 
urgent instructions that have been given to Min- 
ister Angell when he left Washington for his post 
at Constantinople and his efforts to advance the 
negotiations imtiated by his predecessor, Mr. Ter- 
rell, practically little has been accomplished to- 
wards a settiement of the claims of the American 
Mission and Educational Societies, whose proper- 
ties were destreyed during the Armenian troubles. 
They urged a- strengthening of the Minister’s hand 
by the President and the adoption of a more vig- 
orous policy towards Turkey. Incidentally, there 
was mention of the rumored exchange of posts be- 
tween Minister Angell and Mr. Bryan, who has 
been nominated as United States Minister to 
China, but it is said that there is no disposition on 
the part of the President to sanction any such ar- 
rangement.

The British View of the Tendency of Financial

LONDON, Jan. 8.—The Statist expresses the op!n- 


J ion that the fact that a resolution has been in- 


troduced in Congress to pay the interest on the 
United States debt either in gold or eilver indicates 


that there is little chance of any reform of the 
currency by the present Congress, “in spite of Sec- 
retary Gage’s confidence,” and regrets that under 
the circumstancee it is obliged to continue caution- 
ing Britishers against investing in America untll 
the currency question is settled. The Statist fur- 
ther says: 


“Under ordinary circumstances we should like” 


much of our eavings invested in the United States 
where a majority of the ectizens are of our kind 
and whom we desire to see prosperous.” 

The Statist admits that the present prosperity in 
the United States would warrant large invest- 
ments “but. for the silver nightmare which is ever 
threatening,’ concluding: 

“The present prices are so tempting that it is 
much to be regretted that there is no definite pros- 
pect that Congress will take effective steps to 
allay the fears.”’ 


EUROPE TALKS OF MILAN, 


Speculation as to the Effect ot His Appointment to 
Command of the Servian Army. 
LONDON, Jan. &8.—The appo'ntment of ex-King 
Milan as Commander-in-Chieff the Servian Army 
has caused speculation. The opinion is expressed 
that the appointment was necessary, as the Serv- 
ian Army, which has great admiration for the [cr- 


mer king, is assuming an independent attitude. 
The Government believes that Milan would be ab’e 
to calm the dissatisfaction, but the course of af- 
fairs in Servia indicates that King Alexander may 
ere long retire in favor of his father. It is said 
King Alexander has an ynconquerable aversion to 
wedlock, but on the other hand it is stated that 
ex-King Milan will soon marry again.

Should 
the city of Philadelphia refuee the bequest the for- 
tune is to be divided equally between the heirs of 
Dr. Evans.

Britain during 1897 was -the largest in history. 
The total exports, imports and re-exports amount- 
ed to 745,423,000 pounds ($3,722,115,000). The tncreage 
was entirely in :mports and re-exports, the decline 
in exports amounting to 5,795,000 pounds ($28,975,000). 
The growth of the imports is almost entirely due 
to the huge purchases of produce in the United 
States, amountinw to 114,600,000 pounds ($573,000,000). 
The greatest quantity of the exports were textiles,

HOLLY GREEN’S BABY’S DEAD. 


Permit Says “Accidental Suffocation,” 
but Grandmother Burton Says 
Hives—Greens Once Figured 
in a Missouri Feud, 


Citizens of the little town of Valley Park, 
@ighteen miles west of St. Louis, are dis- 
| cussing a mystery the like of which has 
| Not veen known there for years. 

It is the mystery of a wierd funeral by

Something more than gossip may follow 
if the attention of the St. Louis County 
authorities is called che case, 

Interest centers around a tiny grave, a 
‘rude mound in the most desolate part of a 
' thickly wooded stretch of upland, half a 
‘mile west of Valley Park. 

No headstone marks the grave. From all 
outward indications # might conceal a mys- 
tery as impenetéable uz the zloomin which 
it was made, 

George Walihorst fl.st callei atteation to 
'the grave. He found it Friday while walk- 

ing through the woods. His curiosity was 
@roused and when he got to Valley Park 
he told others of his discovery and they 
Shared his wonder. 

The invest'gation was pushed and the 
estcry of tne weirs funeral by night cume 
to light. 

It was a revelation that aroused the gos- 
Bips to a fever heat of excitement. It Was 
found that the littie grave in the woods 
was made on the night of Dec, 29. 

Several persons remembered a queer par- 
ty ef five who-were ‘seen around Valiey 
Park that night. ' 

There were three men and two women in 
the party. One of the men carried a small 
unvarn'ished box. Whether they arrived on 
a@ train was not known, as they were first 
noticed near the western limits of the town 
on the road to Rankin. Late the saine 
‘night they came back by the same road. 

he man who had’ carried the box was 
empty handed on the return trip. 

In the morning there was no trace of 
the strangers. The presence of five outsid- 
ers im a town the size of Valley Park is in 
itself a cuuse for comment. There was 
epeculation as to the identity of the queer 
party, for a couple of days and then the 
matter was forgotten. 

The finding of the little grave in the 
woods at once revived interest in the mys- 
'terious men and women and no one doubted 
that the little woodland mound marked the 
hiding place of the rude pine box. 

Yesterday there was no other topic of 
conversation In the town. Many of the 
citizens were in favor of calling the mat- 
ter to the attention of County Coroner M, 
W. Caster. 

No one could be found at Valley Park 
who knew the names. of any of the party 
of five, but a Post-Dispatch reporter's in- 
vestigation led to the identification of the 
occupant of the litle grave. She was Rose 
KE. Green, the 2-month-old daughter of Hol- 
ley Green of St. Louls. The body was tak- 
en to Valley Park on a Frico train and 
buried In the woods at 10 o'clock the night 
of Dec. 29. 

The child’s mother, Mre. Hattie Green, 
is a Caughier of Mrs. Sarah Burton of 1510 
Sulphur avenue, 

Conductor Dean of the 'Frisco afternoon 
accommodation remembers the party well, 
as does also the station agent at Howagds, 
where the little box was put on the train, 
Mrs. Green; Mrs. Burton and Holiey Green 
and two other men accompanied it. 

Green told the station agent the baby 
had died of hives, or a similar complaint. 
Mrs. Burton told the conductor she believed 
the child’s death was caused by spasms 
The shipping permit was drawn up 
regular form, and was not questioned.

“Wea took Holley’s baby out there,”’ she 
gaid, ‘just because my husband and one 
of my sons is buried there. The woods 
where we buried her was once a private 

raveyard. We did not try to keep the 
uneral dark. We were in a hurry to get 
back to tewn; that’s all. The baby had 
the hives’ and caught cold. This drove the 
inflammation in, causing her death.”’ 

An examination of the Health Depart- 
ment records shows that Rose E. Green 
Was entered as having died from “‘acct- 
Gental suffocation.” . 

The Green family, of which Holley, the 
child's father, is a -member, is famous in 
Missouri history. Holley, hie father an‘ 
four brothers were participators in one of 
the blbodiest feuds ever brought to a fatal 
termination tn the State.

NARROW ESC 
ROM FLAMES, 


Timothy Mitchell’s Home 
Burned Like Tinder. 


D WOMAN CARRIED OUT. 


THER THREW HER TWO BA- 
BIES INTO THE YARD 
JUST IN TIME. 


MRS. WARD WAS PROSTRATED. 


After Being Borne From the Flaming 
Structure She Collapsed and Is 
Critically Ill—Savings of 
Years Gone. 


Timothy Mitchell's home, 3219 Hickory 
stree:, was destroyed by fire last night. The 
flames broke out at 6 o’clock and within 
an hour the place was a ruin, 

Loss of life was narrowly averted, With 
the Mitchells lived Mrs. Ann Ward, mother 
of Mrs. Mitchell. Mrs. Ward is 74 years 
old, and is feeble. She was carried from 
the burning house just in time to save her 
from cremation, The shock threw her into 
a state of nervous collapse and her condi- 
tion is critical. Geveral other members of 


the family had narrow escapes. 

A trunk containing $700 in cash went with 
the ruins. The money belonged to Miss 
Kate Ward, a spinster sister of Mrs. Mitch- 
ell, and it represented the savings of twenty 
years. Miss Ward is employed as house- 
keeper at #82 Lindell boulevard. She had 
no faith in Banks, believing her money was 
more secure locked in a trunk at her sister's 
home. A defective*fiue is supposed to have 
caused the fire. 

Mitchell is a middle-aged laborer and is 
unusually thrifty. His home was a pretty 
four-room frame cottage, and he owned it. 
The Mitchells have five children, ranging in 
age from 3 to 15 years. Mrs. Mitchell had 
just announced the evening meal and the 
family were gathering around the tabie 
when the fire was discovéred. The house 
burned like a pile of pine knots. One gust 
of flame and everything was enveloped. 
Mitchell worked like-a hero to save his fam- 
lly. The aged grandmother and the chil- 
dren were wildly excited. First of all, Mrs, 
Mitchell’s maternal instinct asserted it- 
self, and she pitched two of her babies out 
into the yard. Meanwhilé the flames were 
licking dreadfully close to the big, brawny 
Mitchell as he carried the prostrate form 
of his wife’s mother to a place of safety. 
Seeing that her mother was safe, Mrs. 
Mitchell ran back into the fiery furnace to 
see that none of the children were left be- 
hind. Her husband cried to her to stop. 
“Thank God, we are all saved,” he ex- 
claimed, 

He dragged his wife back. A moment 
later the roof fell. The fresh fuel causéd 
the blaze to shoot upward higher than evér. 
Out in the street, with the crying little 
ones hovering about, Mitchell and his wife 
looked on while the destruction was made 
complete 

As s00n as possible, the aged Mrs. Ward 
was carried to the home of John Barry, 
$140 Rutger street, where she will remain 
until other arrangements are made. She 
was intensely nervous when a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch called there last night, 
ggg physician has ordered absolute 
ulet., 

About the time the fire had fin'shed its 
work Miss Ward, the owner of the trunk, 
alighted from a car near the Mitchell home. 
She came from her place of employment 
to get some wearing apparel and to add a 
few more doliars to her savings. 

She was not apprised of the fire until 
she came in sight of the house. One elimpse 
at the ruins, and Miss Ward gasped for 
breath. The shock almost sent her reeling 
to the ground. Her first thought was for 
her mother. One of the M'‘tchell children 
ran to her and told her that all were saved. 
Then Miss Ward inquired about her trunk. 
In the intense excitement, the Mitchell's 
entirely overlooked the § treasure-laden 
chest. And even had they thought of it, 
there was no time to act. The fire burned 
s0 flercely and the structure was so small 
that the department had little to do when 
it arrived. The lives had been cared for, 
and all the firemen could do was to play 
streams of water to prevent the flames 
spreading to adjoining houses. 

Mitchell carried $600 insurance on the 
house and $300 on the furniture. He esti- 
mated his loss at $1,500. 

“It seems like bad luck,”’ he said, “‘but 
T am so thankful that none of us were 
@urned to death that I have hardly had 
time “o grieve over our loss.” 

The fire aroused the whole neighborhood 
and doors were opened for the sheiterless 
family. Not a stitch of clothing or a piece 
of furniture was saved from the ruin. 

“I commenced twenty years ago to put 
away a little sum from My Wages each 
week,’’ said Miss Ward to a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch, ‘‘and after a while, as 
I saw the pile growing, I became enthus!- 
astic. Then I strained a point to save all 
the more. 

“I*have been employed with private fam- 
ilies the greater part of the time for twenty 
vears. For a long while [I have kept my 
trunk at my sister’s. I knew my money 
was safe in her keeping. But now itt has 
been burned. I never thought of fire. But 
after all the money loss !{s insignificant 
when compared with the shock my poor old 
mother suffered, I am afraid she will nev- 
er get well.”’

JEWELS WORTH $1,000 TAKEN. 


ENTIRE FAMILY AT HOME AND A 
MARRIED DAUGHTER IN 
THE NEXT ROOM. 


DRESSER DRAWERS REMOVED. 


Unavailable Contents Piled in the Mid- 
dle of the Floor in an Orderly 
Manner—Front Door Was 
Left Onlocked, 


While the family of Mrs. A. G. Evans 
were at supper last night a burglar cooily 
entered the residence at Compton and La- 
fayelte avenues and helped himself to more 
than $1,000 worth of Jewels and valuables. 

He as coolly left the house by the front 
door and escaped without being seen. The 
police have a list of the stolen valuables. 

The Evans residence js a large and hand- 
some three-story brick occupyin three 
lots on the northwest corner of Compton 
and Lafayette avenues.

TQ dresser draw- 
ers were taken out and the contents piled 
in the middle of the oor. 

From Mrs. Evans’ room the burglar 
passed back through the children’s room 
into Mi:.s Cayloma’s room.

In a few minutes Mrs. Evans returned to 
her room. When she lighted the gas and 
found utter confusion she thought some one 
had played a trick on her. In a few mo- 
mente she discovered the loss of her jew- 
els. 

She alarmed the family and the further 
depredations came to light.

Gaines recalled the incident of some one 
trying her door and knew it must have 
been. the burglar.

Chief Desmond’s Men Make 
an International Record. 


CLEVER ITALIANS ARRESTED. 


MAY BE MEMBERS OF.A GANG OP. 
ERATING FROM OCEAN 
TO OCEAN. 


LETTER IN ITALIAN CIPHER. 


Another Letter Asks for Confederate 
Money—Jose Arno Has Been in 
Prison—Many St. Louis Ital- 
ians Have Been Victimized, 


Chief Desmond’s men yesterday rounded 
up a quintette of Italians thought: to be 
members of the gang. of swindlers who 
have been operating throughout the coun- 
try five years. The gang selected their own 
countrymen as their victims, and have suc- 
ceeded in cleaning up nearly -a hundred 
thousand dollars. 

The men arrested yesterday gave the 
names of Carlo Pasquini, Jose Arno, Carlo 
Cerutti, Frank Bassi and Louis Raux. The 
arrests were made by Detectives Jack Wil- 
liams, Guion, Noonan and Keeley, 

A wealthy Italian shoe dealer on Frank- 
lin avenue eomplained to Chief Desmond. 
the shoe dealer’s place. They watched in 
the shoe dealers place. They watched in 
vain. 

Thursday Chief Desmond learned that the 
Swindlers met at a saloon on Twelfth and 
Chouteau avenue. Yesterday Noonan and 
Keeiey kept watch outside while Williams 
and Guion played cards in the saloon. 
About-noon Arno entered and sat down at 
a table to read a letter. When he left the 
saloon the detectives followed, and the 
watchers outside joined them. Arno started 
to run. ‘The officers followed and fired a 
couple of shots. in the air. Arno halted and 
Was taken to the Four Courte, 

The letter found upon him was written in 
an Italian cipher, but the address, 1232 
Clark avenue, was givén. The officers went 
to 1232 Clark avenue, where they arrested 
Pasquini, Bassi and Cerutti, who were 
Seated ata table. They made no resistance. 

When the prisoners were searched at the 
Four Courts, two telegrams, in Italian, 
were found upon Pasquini. Both were 
dated Chicago. The first one read: 

Let me know the result. 
QUINTULLA MARCUSSI. 

The second one read: . 

Why did you not answer my 
gram? Let me know the result. 
QUINTILLA MARCUSSI. 

Pasquini was recognized by Chief Des- 
mond as an ex-convict, who had served a 
five-year term in Joliet, Ill., under the 
name of Pedro Bernardini. He admitted 
his identity and recognized bis picture, 

Arno admitted that We Wad served a 
month in the Bridewell at Chicago for rob- 
bing a saloonkéeper ‘in that city in a card 


game.

“‘sweat’’ the prisoner he declared they did 
not understand English well enough to con- 
verse. He called in Tunkey Cafferata. 

The prisoners, with the exception of Pas- 
quini, said they had been in this country 
four years. They all claimed to be. hon- 
est, hard working men. None would 4ad- 
mit having known Pasquini previous to 
meeting him in this city by accident a 
month ago. 

Arno and Pasquini have been identified as 
the men who fleeced Jos. Daneri out of 
$1,200 and jewelry two years ago. The Chief 
hopes to secure other evidence against them. 

The letter found upon Arno was from a 
correspondent in Mexico and conta'ned a 
request that Arno send the writer Confed- 
erate money in 10’s, 0s and 3’s. Arno pro- 
fessed the most profound ftenorance of tiie 
meaning of the questioner. 

The attention of the police authorities 
was first attracted to the operations of 
Italian swindlers about six years ago, when 
they fleeced John Heyd, a grocer at Tenth 
and Lucas avenue, out of 4,000 The next 
victim of the gang was Joseph Daneri, a 
saloonkeeper at Twenty-second and Chest- 
nut streets, from whem they obtained 
$1,200 in money and jewelry. 

John Ortale, a fruit dealer at Broadway 

and Market street, next claimed their at- 
tention, and they secured Ortale’s $800 in 
return for a valise full of iron washers, 
which they told him to take particuiar 
eare of, under the supposition on his part 
that it was a valise full of gold. 
* Al Botto, a saloon-keeper at Twelfth and 
Chouteau avenue, was the next victim Se- 
lected by the sharpers. They had $600 of 
Botto’s money tied up in a small package 
ready to be exchanged for a package of 
brown paper when Botto became suspicious 
and stopped the deal, 

The latest victim to contribute to the cof- 
fers of the gang was Mary Cella, a servant 
in the employ of Dr. Baricelll of ane 
North Broadway, from whom they secure 
$30. Mra. Cella declared that the men who 
secured the money from hér hypnotized her. 

The usual method employed by the swind- 
lers is calculated by its very simplicity and 
ingenuousness to disarm suspicion. 

They approaeh their victim, having first 
made sure that he has a goodly amount of 
ready cash or valuables, and pretend to be 
strangers in the country, knowing nothing 
of its customs. They have a large amount 
of ready money with them, which they ex- 
hibit to their prospective victim. This con- 
siets of counterfeit money or bills of defunct 
banks. They are afraid to trust their moncy 
in a bank, and ask the prospective victim 
to. keep it for them. He willingly consents, 
but in order to satisfy themsélves that he Is 
perfectly safe they require him to first show 
them that he has a sufficient amount of 
ready money at hand to prove that he is 
trustworthy. 

Delighted to accommodate friends with 
so much money in sight. the victim usually 
produces ail his available cash and jew- 
elry. This is deposited in a valise, bag or 
handkerchief, securely tied or ay and 
handed over to the vict'm for safe keep- 
ing. Then the sharpers go on their way, 
and when the “mark,” after a reasonable 
length of time awaiting their return, opens

SUICIDE OF A CRIPPLE. 


Max Boerding Spent What Money He 
Had, Then Killed Himself. 


(Max Boerding spent $300, all the money 
he had in the world, in whisky to make 
him forget that he was a@.cripple, and when 
he had just 10 cents left he sent a bullet 
into his brain. 

Boerding’s infirmity caused him to wear 
an artificia] leg, and through this fact the

Boerding was about 40 years old, and he 
had been in this country six years, coming 
from Germany. fo years ago he was 
run over by a Broadway cable car in front 
of Joseph Sauerbarger’s ealoon, at 2901 
South Broadway, where he was working as 
a bartender. He lost his right leg just be- 
low ‘the knee by the accident, and from a 
good-natured, whole-souled fellow, who 
was never known to-be in his cups, he was 
transformed immediately into a melancholy 
and surly recluse, companionable only when 
@ bottle was placed before him. 

During the summer he received a draft 

for $300 from his mother, in the old coun- 
try. He gave up his job at Sauerbarger’s 
ealioon and went to board with Mrs. Rued- 
inger, at 1014 Soulard street. He drank 
brand , and after his ready cash was gone 
he took to gelling his clothes for money to 
buy liquor. He told his landlady that when 
his overcoat was gone he would jump in the 
river. Thursday he disappeared from home 
and when his body was found it did not 
have on an overcoat, 
Much mystery attended to the suicide, as 
there was nothing to give a clew to the 
man’s identity.

No premium {fs charged by insurance com-., 


TOWBOAT EXPLOSION, 


DISASTROUS AND FATAL ACCI- 
DENT TO THE PERCY KELSEY 
ON THE OHIO RIVER. 


A. NUMBER OF LIVES LOST. 


Capt. Jones Badly Burned aiid Hurt 
About the Body and Several 
Others Injured. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 8.—The towboat 
Percy Kelsey, owned by W. H. Brown & 
Son of this city, blew up while going down 
the Ohio River mear Glenfield, Pa., about 
ll o’clock to-day and six or eight of the 
erew were killed and at least four of the 
Others injured. 

The boat was commanded by Capt. Leslie 
Jones of Shousetown, Pa., and the crew 
was made up of two pilots, two engineers, 
two mates, two Airemen, a chambermaid, 
cook and the deck hands, in all about twelve 
persons, 

The Kelsey left Pittsburg about 8 o'clock 
this morning, with a tow consisting of 


seven barges and two flats of coal, and 
everything was apparently all right till the 
explosion took place, when the boat was 
literally blown to p.eces and the tow scat- 
tered and lost. The hull sunk almost im- 
mediately and the shattered portions of the 
upper works floated down the river and cov- 
ered the water in the vicinity of the wreck. 

The explosion was most terrific and was 
heard for miles. Hundreds of persons ran 
to the river upon hearing the noise and an 
awful sight met their gaze. Bodies were 
floating down the river and the debris was 
scattered far and wide, but no live person 
was seen. A few minutes later Capt. Jones 
and three others were picked up alive, but 
badly injured, and one body floated ashore 
near Neville Island. 

The injured were removed to Capt. Crow’s 
residence on Neville Island, where every- 
thing possible was done to alleviate their 
sufferings. It is believed the rest of the 
crew were killed, and parties are now 
searching for their bodies.

It is not known at present what caused 
the explosion. The boat’s boilers were re- 
cently tested and found te be in good con- 
dition and the boat was considered one of 
the best and stanchest on the river. It 
was valued at $25,000. 

A dispatch just received from Glenfield 
says: 

When the boat blew up, Pilot Woods was 
asleep in the pilot house, only a few feet 
from Capt. Jones. Others of the crew were 
also asleep. The pilot was thrown high in 
the air and fell right where a few minutes 
before the pilot house was. He was dead 
when found 
son, only a few feet away, injured very 
badly. He was pleading to help his father. 
Capt. Leslie Jones was injured by a bad 
cut in the head and his back badly sprained. 
The body of the fireman was blown ashore 
right near where the accident occurred, 
Only three of the crew escaped uninjured.

“They haven't done a 
thing to me,” he said, in most ironical 
tones, “and I want to thank them for it.” 

But the Judge was obdurate, and a dep- 
uty sheriff led Burke away. 


It was shown at the trial that on the 
night of March 16 the defendant held up 
and robbed George Carter, a megro, at 
Twenty-second and Biddle streets. 

Burke is 35 years old and a brother of J. 
J. Burke of the House of Delegates.

It has been on the docket at every term of court 
in St. Louis since Nov. 20, 1873, and is as much a cause celebre in 
Missouri as Dickens’ case of Jarndyce vs. Jarndyce was in Eng- 
land. 

The amount involved in the suit is about $10,000. 

Prior to Jan. 26, 1871, John J. Murdock and Charles K. Dickson 
conducted business in this city as Murdock & Dickson. On that 
day the firm was dissolved by the death of Dickson. On March 
22 Murdock took charge of the partnership estate and gave 
bona in the Probate Court in the sum of $125,000, with Barton 
Bates and James B. Eads as sureties. Murdock continued to 
act as administrator until Nov. 20, 1873, making in the interim two 
annual settlements. These show demands presented and allowed 
to the amount of $20,674.66. The second annual settlement 
showed a balance of assets in the hands of Murdock of $97,903.25, 
and that he was chargeable with a further sum of $20,650. It also 
appears that at the time of filing the inventory the partnership 
estate was indebted to the estate of Charles K, Dickson in the 
sum of more than $80,000. On Nov. 20, 1873, the Probate Court 
ordered a new bond of $125,000, with other and further security, 
With the proviso that if he failed to give such additional bond 

and security in ten days his authority as surviving partner 
should be revoked. 

Murdock never gave this bond nor were any further proceed- 
ings had in the Probate Court, the only entry thereafter appear- 
ing being the following words on the index records of the court 
after the index of the estate of Murdock & Dickson; “Finally 
settled December term, 1872.’’ ‘ 

The partnership estate was never fully settled and the entry 
was made without authority by John W. Gutting, a deputy clerk, 
about the time of the revocation of Murdock’s authority to ad- 
minister. 

This is one of the essential points of the case. 

Mr. Priest qualified in the Circuit Court as assignee and took 
possession of certain assets of Murdock & Dickson, Nov. 20, 1873, 
and since that date litigation has been on. 

He made no report as assignee until Nov. 23, 1880. He had 
heard claims to the amount of $117,000, among them demands 
in large amounts in which James B. Eads, Barton Bates, the 
Third National Bank and the National Bank of the State of Mis- 
souri were interested. 

After the death of Dickson, Murdock did business under the 
firm name until Oct. 12, 1873. Assets to the alleged value of 
$40,000 came into Priest’s hands‘as assignee. Dec. 15, 1888, Priest 
filed a petition for his final discharge, in which he admitted 
possession of $2,911.48. Exceptions were filed by a creditor. It 
was referred, and the referee reported that there were $9,782.58 
that ought to be distributed among creditors. The Circuit Court 
overruled these exceptions. An appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Court, and this resulted in a finding that there was $9,632.58 in 
Priest’s hands as assignee, with a mandate to the Circuit Court 
to enter judgment against him for that sum. 

Mr. Priest, as assignee, brought suit in 1875 against Barton 
Bates and James B. Eads, trustees and executors, under the will 


left them as trustees for Dickson’s wife and children. The plaint- 
iff failed to appear and the proceedings were non-suited and the 
case dismissed. 

In August, 1895, shortly after the discovery of the erroneous 
entry upon its records, the Probate Court ordered the estate of 
Murdock & Dickson into the hands of W. @. Richardson, Public 
Administrator, who entered his appearance and took charge. 

It was then suggested to the Circuit Court that it was exceed- 
ing its jurisdiction in taking cognizance of the assignment of the 
partnership estate which Murdock had made to Priest, and the 
proceeding was instituted to obtain a writ prohibiting the Cir- 
cuit Court from proceeding further. 

Attorney John M. Dickson, for the Public Administrator, in 
whose name the suit is brought, moved the discharge of the 
assignee. Judge Withrow overruled the motion and the attorney 
suggested to the Supreme Court that the Circuit Judges were in 
contempt. 

The heirs under the will of Charles K. Dickson are Mrs. Mary 
T. Dickson, Mrs. Julius Walsh, Mary Estelle Dickson, Richard, 
Martin, Charles, James and John M. Dickson. The last-named is 
conducting the fight. 

“The amount of money is small,’’*said the attorney, “and is 
not what we are after. I don’t suppose the total sum reaches over 
$10,000. What we want is a final settlement of my father’s affairs. 
This continued litigation affects other interests, in addition to 
causing untold annoyance. All we are after is to wind the estate 


up.’

The League had its origin in the Wednes- 
day Club. Its object then, as it is now, was 
to supply the public schools with good re- 
productions of the masteypieces of art, with 
portfolios, cases for choice books, cabinets 
for gems of art loaned by citizens, and to 
aid in arranging courses of lectures on art, 
in bringing to the city exhibitions of fine 
collections of pictures, and to supply and 
make a study of plants that will thrive 
under school room conditions. 

From the first the movement had the in- 
dorsement of F. W. Brockman, then Presi- 
dent of the School Board, and Dr. F. Louis 
Soldan, Superintendent of the Schools, and 
other officials. It still is held in high appre- 
ciation by school authorities, but through 
the heavy demands made? upon them in sup- 
plying school accommodations and the nec- 
essary means for conducting the system, 
they have not yet seen their way clear to 
giving the movement financial support. 
Thus far the measure has been maintained 
by art loving men and women through pri- 
vate contribution. 

Thus far the league has loaned large 
photographs that have been selected with 
great care—in sets of twenty each—to 
twenty of the schools. In many instances 
very valuable assistance has been given to 
the movement by the principals and teach- 
ers of the schools. 

One of the most beautiful rooms is a 
room in the High School, not fitted up by 
the Art League, but in the spirit of the 
league, by Mr. W. J. 8S. Bryan, the teacher 


To give some idea of the range and im- 
portance of the work, it should be remem- 
bered that 500 pupils, many of whom are 
training to be teachers, assemble every 
week in this room, In addition to that, 500 
members of the Pedagogical Society, teach- 
ers and mothers, meet there twice a month 
to study and discuss the works of art that 
have been collected. 

In the Franklin School may be found a 
typical room for primary pupils, fitted up 
by the Art League with photographs, casts 
and plants, which will show what may be 
done to beautify and make agreeable a 
room in an old and dingy building. The 
walls of the room in the Franklin have 
been tinted, with the hope of suggesting 
that painted walls with picture mouldings 
may be made a feature in the architecture 
of new school buildings. 

In all of the schools the pictures have 
been found of great value, not only in lend- 
ing a charm of beauty to the surroundings, 
but in supplementing the work in reading, 
history, geography and kindred studies, 
Some of the essays prepared by the children 
on the pictures hanging in the Franklin 
School under the direction of Mr. Gilbert 
Goodlet, the principal, would do credit to 
older people. In some of the schools, as a 
reward for exceNent work in lessons, pupils 
are allowed to examine portfolios or to take 
care, for a time, of some favorite plant. 

The Art League will place on exhibition 
a splendid collection of pictures at the 
Century Building, 5 Olive street, this 
week. from Tuesday until Saturday, Jan. 
15. This collection consists of about 20 
rare paintings, and is owned by Mr. L, de 
B. Spiridon of Rome, Italy.

They 
were engaged and ready to be married when 
the war clouds, which had been hanging 
over the country, burst, and the great con- 
flict demanded every young man in the 
field on one side or the other—and Henlig 
went to fizht for the North. That was in 
1860. When peace was at last de- 
clared he hurried to New York to claim his 
bride, but when he reached home he learned 
that ehe had married another. 


Fons HENLIG, Hecla, Ind., lives on 


He tramped over the country as 
though in a trance, mingling on a level foot- 
ing with illiterate and low-bred men. In 
such a state he happened to stop at Hecia 
twelve years ago. One morning a family 
named Happman found him lying out in the 
cold. He wags very sick and unable to con- 
tinue on his journey. He was taken in and 
nursed back to health and then he started 
on his aimless wanderings again. He had, 
however, during his sickness, formed the 
first attachment since he became a wan- 
derer and in the poor people gathered 
around him he found a place. After wan- 
dering around a few years, he returned to 
the little hamlet eight years ago and called 
again on the Happmans. They gave him 
an old log house which stood in a tract of 
woods on their land. It was an old shackle, 
but he began to traneform it into a place of 
abode. 

Though he had plenty of logs to keep 
him warm, he found that food was a neces- 
sary requisite and he conceived a plan of 
levying a tribute on all the people within a 
radius of five or ten mi.es. He began pledg- 
ing people to sive hi him one penny a year. 


So modest was the demand tha! all, old an@ 
young, entered into an agreement very 
read:iy, and he made his firs: collection, 
which oaly amounted to a few dollars but 
enough to tide him over on frugal fare until 
he could get a pension of $6 a quarter. The 
hews of his novel acheme spread rapidly 
and it came to be regarded as the joke of 
the surrounding county. From obscurity he 
suddenly arose into prominence as the “man 
who was living on a penny a year.” Not 
only the women and the young ladies placed 
themselves under the pledge, but the chil- 


dren also promised to pay him a peany out - 


of their yearly savings. Mothers would tell 
the little ones in the nursery of the strange 
old man who would come some day and 


‘gather pennies, and the same mothers would 


teach economy by alluding to the old man- 
who made his living by gathering’ pennies, 
From house to house the man’s reputation 
spread and he was sought after rather thea 
being the seeker after pennies. Year after 
year, as he made his annual call, the limits 
of his tribute territory became broader and 
broader, until to-day it takes in almost all 
of Kosciusko, Noble, Whitley, and portions 
of Allen, La Grange, Elkhart and other 
counties, 


He has just completed his eighth annual 


round and has gone into camp in his little “ 


log hut to toast his toes through the winter 
and live on the fruits of his penny-gather- 
ing. His territory is so large now that it re- 
quires about eight or nine months for him 
to cover it. He starts out early in the spring 
and works late until fall. He covers all of 
the distance on foot, calling at every farm 
house, and every home in the villages that 
are under pledge to him. It is claimed now 
that he gathers in about $1.80 to 8 a day 
when he works and it will probably average 
$1.50 for every day in the week while he is 
out. He stays out about 2% working days 
and it is claimed by those who have com- 
puted his gatherings, that he now has an 
income of about $350 a year from gathering 
pennies alone. He also has his pension, 
Many give him nickels and dimes and refuse 
to accept the pennies which he always of- 
fers in change. 

He has a systematie way of covering his 
vast territory and works it in checkerboard 
fashion from north to south and from east 
to west. The tract is probably fifty miles 
long and forty miles wide, but it is all gone 
over and every home under tribute is called 
at. The babies save their pennies for him 
and know about when he will be along. He 
stops to tell them a quaint story or chuck 
the little ones under the chin. He talks 
crops with the farmer and gives the women 
a bit of gossip. They have all come to look 
on him asa good natured old man with a 
hobby, which costs but little to gratify, and 
few give any thought to what the pennies 
amount to.

author 


Hall Brookes, D. D.. for thirty-nine years 


Pasteur cf the Washington and Compton 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, who died at 
sunrise Easter morning, April 18, 1897. 

Mr. Williams, son-in-law of the eminent 
preacher, is @ newspaper man. The book, 


he tells us in the preface, was written at 
the request of the 


family, outside of of- 
fice hours, and he, 
therefore, hopes “that 
it may not too often 
appear to be the work 
of a tired man.” 
_He has given the 
world a faithful pic- 
ture of a man famous 
a Bible scholar, 
preacher, editor and 
author; of his early 
struggles with pover-. 
ty and the heroism 
with which he forged 
his way through col- 
lege; of his rapid ad- 
vancement inthe min- 
istry and his career 
in St. Louis; of his 
travels; of his power over men; of a life 
replete with good words and works, and a 
peaceful death. With the exception of an 
occasional looseness of style, which might 
have been remedied easily, and a superfiuity 
of adjectives, the book is well written. It 
is issued by the Presbyterian Board of Pub- 
lication, 

Dr. Brookes was born in Pulaski, Tenn., 
Feb. 27, 1830. His father, Rev. James H. 
Brookes, Sr., a Presbyterian preacher, died 
when the future minister was only 3 years 
old, and his childrood was one long struggie 
with poverty. At the age of 8 years he was 
placed with the family of a man who had 
been an elder in his father’s church. During 
the long journey by coach he met Neil 
Brown, who afterward became Governor of 
Tennessee. He, impressed by the sturdy air 
of the little fellow, offered to give him a 


home. The offer was renewed 
several years later, when 
young Brookes was eager to 
attend college, but his spirit 
of independence was so great 
that he was constrained to de- 
cline the proposition. 

At the age of 20, and after 
many hardships, 
Miami University at Oxford, 
O. Among his contemporaries 
there were David Swing, Ben- 
jamin Harrison and Whitelaw 
Reid, yet one of his classmates 
has recorded of him: 

“He was, the leader of the 
college; no other man had 
such a following.”’ 

Yet during that time he was 
so poor that he lived in the 
mean quarters usually as- 
signed to penniless studenis, 
and cooked his own meals. 

Later he attended Princeton 
University. He arrived there 
with 96 cents. He secured a 
loan of $50, and with one-tenth 
of it fitted up a room in the 
basement in one of the dormi- 
tories. He might have fared 
worse, had it not been for the

kindness of “Aunt Betsey,” 
a quaint old negress, who had 
spent most of her life as a mis- 
sionary on the Sandwich Is- 
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lands. She had been a slave of 
Admiral Stockton. Dr. Brookes 
remembered her gratefully, 
and always kept a framed pic- 
ture of her in his study. 

While at the university he stormed inward- 
ly against the cut of the average theologue’s 
coat, his white necktie and his “‘holy tone.” 
To him all this smacked of a churchly pro- 
fessionalism which he loathed; and as a si- 
lent rebuke to his fellow students he used 
to parade the streets of Princeton with his 
trousers stuck inside of his boots. 

His first pastorate commenced at Dayton, 
O., in May, 1854, when he took charge of the 
First Presbyterian Church. During the same 
week he married Miss Susan Oliver, daugh- 
ter of a retired physician of Oxford. His suc- 
cess was immediate, Three years \iter he re- 
ceived a call to Louisville, Ky., but declined 
it. Early in the following year he was called 
to St. Louis, and one cold and rainy Wednes- 
day evening, Feb. 18, 1858, without formality, 
he assumed charge of the Becond Presbyte- 
rian Church in this city. 

Before he started to Oxford he had never 
traveled and knew but little of the world. 
He stopped in Cincinnati! to visit Rev. Dr. 
Rice, at one time pastor of the Second 
Presbyterian Church of St. Louis. The mar- 
ket fascinated him, but he was astonished, 
as he wrote to his mother, “by the ladies 
he saw there.” Cincinnati, he concluded, 
must have the hormeliest lot of women iu 
the world. 

The simple-minded country lad had mis- 
taken the atall-keepers for wives of prom- 
inent citizens! 

“Dr, Brookes studied men first,’ save his 
biographer, “and theology afterwards,

“No one ever heard him deliver a discourse 
on the nobility of man. His firm belief 
was that man is ‘a poor crittter,” to use the 
homely phrase. 

“One day. in later life, a learned guest 
asked Dr Brookes if he did not think that 
‘self-esteem is the noblest attribute of the 
human mind”

Dr. Brookes was 
the friend of every 
child, Bables seemed 
to turn to him natUe 
rally for protectioa 
and amusement. His 
grandchildren idol- 
ized him. He almost 
resented the “grow- 
ing up’ of his daugh- 
ters, for he was their 
best play-fellow, The 
sight of the learned 
Dr. Brookes down on 
his hands and knees 
“playing bear’ was 
the edifying picture 
often presented to 
distinguished callers 
at the pastoral resi- 
dence, 


The carelessness he 
always showed con- 
cerning proper cleri- 
cal habiliments was 
often a source of distress to his young wife. 
If he looked well-groomed in the pulpit, it 
was because she kept a watchful eye upon 
him, and not through any wish of his own. 

During their early life in St. Louls they 
often drove out together, and she noticed 
with considerable wonder how her hus- 
band always took from the livery stable a 
certain fast, rakieh-looking horse, attached 
to a buggy with bright red wheels. She 
thought it anything but geuitable, for in 
those days, she said, to drive a buggy with 
red wheels was a token of depravity. Yet, 
rather than hurt her husband's feelings, ehe 
submitted to the carmine hue and the fast 
trotter. 


But finally she felt that for hia eake she 
must enter a protest. The complaint was 
passed by the minister to the liveryman. 

The latter explained that he had mistaken 
Dr. Brookes for a noted gambler of that 
time, and had given him a horse that was 
dangerous, as he thought it would be no 
great harm if he should run away and break 
the gambler’s neck. 


At another time he was accosted at a hotel. 


by a gambler, who invited him to join in a 
game of poker for the purpose of fleecing 
the other guests. 


Here is another story. 

“One summer, during the pre-millennial 
conference at Richfield Springs, N. Y., a 
Presbyterian minister of a New York town 
was studying the tenets of pre-millennial- 
ism. He lay awake one night In the room 
opposite two occupied by Dr. Brookes and @ 
well-known evangelist. 

“It so happened the day before that Dr, 
Brookes had expected to receive copies of 
the current issue of his magazine, 


about midnight, he was ‘awakened by the 
minister across the way knocking at hie 
door and shouting exultingly.

MADE TO. STAND 
IN THE SNOW, 


— 


Punishment of Prisoners at 
Jefferson Barracks. 


THEY WOULD NOT WORK. 


MARCHED FROM THE GUARD- 
HOUSE AND COMPELLED TO 
REMAIN IN THE SLUSH. 


SENTRIES STOOD ON GUARD. 


No Overcoats and Their Shoes Were 
Thin—After Two Days of This 
They Begged for Mercy and 
Were Sent Indoors. 


Maj. Wessells, commanding at Jefferson 
Barracks, is enforcing army discipline 
upon the military convicts. Private John 
Johnston, Charles Kemp and Patrick Mc- 
Gill. 

Johnston is serving two and one-half 
years for desertion from the Seventh In- 
fantry and for fraudulent re-enlistment. 
Kemp has eighteen months to serve for de- 
serting the Eighth cavalry, and McGill has 
a sentence of eighteen months for desertion 
from an infantry regiment stationed in the 
East. They are what Is called general 


prisoners. 
The regulations required that prisoners 


at military posts must be worked every 
day. When they refuse the commanding 
officer may deprive them of meals, lock 
them in cells, cause their good time to be 
forfeited, put upon them extra hard or 
disagreeable labor, make them work extra 
hours, put them in solitary confinement 
and on bread and water. 

The commanding officer cannot have the 
prisoners whipped, but in some cases he can 
order them strung up. A prisoner cannot 
be kept upon bread and water for more 
than fourteen days. Then, the rules and 
regulations require, he must be put on 
reguiar diet for fourteen days, after which 
he may be placed back on bread and 
water. This may be Kept up as the com- 
manding officer wills. 

The case of the three unruly prisoners at 
Jefferson Barracks includes a a at- 
tempt at jail breaking by tunneling. ohn- 
ston and Kemp are considered the danger- 
ous men in the trio. McGill’s troubles are 
fe to the influence the others have over 

m, 

There are twenty-four general prisoners 
at Jefferson Barracks, They are confined 
upon serious charges. At night they .are 
quartered in the old guard house, and dur- 
ing the day, under armed sentries, are 
worked about the barracks, splitting wood, 
carrying coal and ashes and doing chores 
re that kind. There !s no. other work for 
them. 

Thursday morning, after breakfast, Sergt. 
Cooney, who has charge of the prisoners, 
turned the men out to work. emp re- 
fused. He said his shoes were not strong 
enough. He was ordered out and again re- 
fused. Taking their cue from Kemp, Johns- 
ton and McGill sullenly refused to work. 

The prison sergeant called two sentries, 
ordered Kerap placed between them, and 
he was marched out on the hill, where the 
other prisoners were at work on the cord- 
wood. The sergeant ordered the guards to 
make Kemp stand up, and if he wouldn't 
work make him watch the other men at 


work, 

At first this seemed a pleasant punish- 
ment to Kemp. It was as much punish- 
ment for the soldiers doing guard duty as 
it was for the refractory convict. The 
ground was covered with slush and snow, 
the prisonere’ shoes were thin. He had no 
overcoat. and in an hour he was cold. Then 
he began to suffer. 

Maj. Wessells rode by on his horse. He 
saw the culprit standing, with two guards 
on either gide. Semeeant ~oneey explained 
that the prisoner wouldn’t work and that 
he was punishing him by making him 
stand and watch the other men. 

Maj. Wessells thought this treatment 
would be effective, and ordered Johnston 
and McGill brought from the uard-house 
and served likewise. These t wouldn't 
stand the punishment, and threw  them- 
selves to the ground. Kemp did likewise, 
and for an hour the three prisoners lay in 
the snow, slush and mud. Nothing could be 
done with the men, 60 Maj. Wessells ordered 
them back to the gudrd-house and had 
their rations stopped. 

The usual army punishment Is to place 
the offenders in dark cells and in solitary 
confinement. But in the dilapidated guard 
house at Jefferson Barracks there are no 
dark cells, and solitary confinement is im- 
possible. All the authorities could do was 
to put the men on bread and water. 

But that didn’t break the spirit of the 
men. They were as stubborn and as unruly 
Friday morning as the day before. Lieut. 
West ordered the mutineers out of the 
guard house Friday morning as soon As 
breakfast was over. Two; sentries were 
told off to each of the prisoners, and they 
were made to stand in the mud‘and soft 
snow until dark. Then they were turned 
back into the guard house, 

Friday night one of the sentries heard a 
pecullar noise in the cell occupied by the 
three men. He called the corporal of the 

uvard and the corporal reported to Sergt. 

‘ooney. The officer of the guard was no- 
tified. The three men were removed and the 
cell examined. A box that served as a stool 
was kicked to one side. The sergeant saw 
the floor had been tampered with, , Examin- 
ation showed five planks In the flooring had 
been cut through with a knife and loosened, 

Under these planks the soldiers had start- 
ed to dig, throwing the loose earth out of 
the barred windows. It was their purpose to 
excavate under the foundation and dig into 
the cellar. Then it would have been an easy 
task to knock off one of the ventilators and 
escape. Nothing was said to the prisoners, 
but they were changed to a cell on the sec- 
ond floor. 

Saturday morning no breakfast rations 
were given the men. They were marched 
out again to the front of the guard-house, 
and with loaded rifles on either side of them, 
were made to stand up in the mud and 
melted snow. 

By noon yesterday the men gave in, and 
sent for the commanding officer. e or- 
dered Kemp, Johnston and McGill taken 
into the guard-house and locked ‘n the cell. 
There the bread and water treatment con- 
tinued. The men were ready to go to 
work, but Mai. Wessells wasn’t ready to 
have them. The bread and water treat- 
ment will be kept up until Maj. Wessella 
is satisfied that the men have been punished 
enough. 

The new prison building at the barracks 
will be completed next week. Then there 
will be dark cells and soli@ary confinement 
fer unruly prisoners, 


CIGARMAKERS STRIKE. 


A Big Union War Has Been Started at 
Canton, Ill,

CANTON, IL, Jan. 8—The cigarmakers’ 
strike in this city is now on. It affects 430 
employes, who have been working in the 


ten non-union shops, and will, in all prob- 
ability, spread to other industries in Can- 
ton, one of which is the plow manufactory 
plant, belonging to the Parlin & Orendorf 
Company.. Canton Is known as a “scab” 
town, as there is no union within its bor 
ders, with the exception of seven ‘bueck- 
eye” shops that oe ae 4 but two or three 
cigarmakers itn each. he manufacturers 
of this city say that they cannot compete 
with outside labor, which announcement is 
branded as false by local cigarmakers, who 
have been working for $8 per. thousand, 
while manufacturers outside of Canton are 
paying from $9 to $15, and making money 
at that. The cut of $2 per thousand, as 
officially announced, to-day, has raised a 
storm of indignation In Canton, and a mass-

Dr. William M. Gross of Gillespie, M1., 


. believes that his electrical machine, which 


has been tested at the Laclede Gas, Light 
and Power Company's plant at the foot of 
Mound street will revolutionize the methods 
of producing electric power. 

Primarily Dr. Gross is at war with the 
echools. The scholastic idea is that elec- 
tricity is a static force. Dr. Gross ‘holds 
that itis induced. He advances arguments 
in behalf of his theory that electricians 
laugh at, but do not refute. 

The Post-Dispatch has told of some of 
the tests made by Dr. Gross and his asso- 
clates by means of kites. They were suc- 
cessful in a small degree. Others will fol- 
low, and it is expected that by March 1 it 
will be knéwn whether the Gillespie doc- 
tor or the practical electricians are right, 


Dr. Gross is manifestly of thoughtful 
habit, almost 50 years old, bald, gray- 
bearded and strong of frame. He is the 
leading practitioner in the Gillespie neigh- 
borhood, and has a local reputation as a 
mathematician. No man in the community 
stands higher. ; 

His backers in his electrical invention are 
John H. Ellers of Gillespie and Frank Friede 
and William Branat of Mount Olive, Il. 


. They are men of means, amply able to stand 


the expense of the experiments. Their in- 
dorsement of his theory tells better than 
words of the faith that is reposed in him. 
Still there is a division of sentiment in Gil- 
lespie, many of Dr. Gross’ neighbors bellev- 
ing with the electrician that his idea is 
chimerical. 

After the Post-Dispatch located Dr. Gross 
and told who he was and what his invention 
was he discussed his theory proudly. He 
said: 

“My purpose is to capture and utilize the: 
earth-seéeking electricity. I am in opposition 
to the schools in believing that electrical 
force is induced and not static. I do not 
pretend to be an electrician. Time will iell 
whether 1 am a scientist.

Currents of this 
electricity are induced out of space by the 
revolutions of the earth from west to east. 
In accordance with the rule of electric cur- 
rents they pass in opposite directions, going 
to west. This is in obedtence to 
the law interpreted by Lenz more than sixty 
— ago, that Induced currents of electric- 
ty always go in opposite directions to the 
electric magnetic force producing the cur- 
rent. These currents are brought down to 
and through the earth by the earth's centri- 
fugal foree. This force tends from the cen- 
ter and toward the erst. The current tends 
from the east and to the center of the earth.

Jacob Jopling and Isabel Jopling, by ther 
attorney, Edward J. O’Brien, filed a wd 
cullar suit yesterday against Mary A. Hil 
and Charles A. Hill, William I. Drozda and 
Gilmore R. Avis, to have two warranty 
deeds set aside. 

The property involved is situated on Mor- 
ganford road in Prairie Des Noyers Com- 
mon Fields, known as city block No. 5119. 

The plaintiff, after giving their ages as 
respectively 79 and 77 years, state that they 
can neither read nor write and that on Sep- 
tember 3, 1897, Mary A. Hill and her hus- 
band offered to purchase one lot valued at 
$1,000. Upon the second lot was a claim 0 
$130, held by the Beneficial Building and 
Loan Association. 

The claim is made in the petition that 
Mrs. Hill volunteered to advance the mon- 
ey to satisfy ths, which sum the Joplings 
or their children could pay back at their 
convenience. 

It is alleged that through the misrepre- 
sentations by the defendants the plaintiffs 
put their marks to papers transferring the 
whole property. 

The petition states that upon invitation 
of Mrs. Hill they called at her house to 
arrange about the money. Defendants

GENERAL STRENGTH SHOWN. 


Grangers Showed Unusual Strength, 
Industrials Were Active and High- 
er Range of Prices Prevailed. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 8 — Remarkable 
strength and activity characterized the 


'stock market to-day, but dealings showed 
/a marked increase ‘n outside interest. While 
‘the market was generally strong, the trad- 
ing at times showed heavy sales for the 
realizing of profits and its absorption pow- 
(ers were thus severely tested. The influ- 
ence of the London operations in this mar- 
| ket was again favorable, and the change 
‘noted in th's respect was generally attrib- 
‘uted to the presence in London of an emi- 
nent American financier and capitalist. The 
detailed reports of the mefcantile agencies 
and technical financial journals were all 
very encouraging. In general, however, the 
strength of the market reftected the growth 
of bull'sh enthuslasm this week, due both 
to the return of the easy conditions in the 
money market and to the resumption of 
/manipulation on a large scale. In the deal- 
ings in bonds the same general character- 
istics that were evident in the stock market 
existed. Except in the early dealings, when 


Manhattan and Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way were reactionary, theré were no im- 
portant exceptions to the course of the gen- 
eral market. Both of these stocks recov- 
ered later on. The Granger shares, gen- 
eral Electric, Norther Pacific and the 
Atchison issues were consp:cuous features, 
while Union Pacific, Denver and Gulf se-

recur. At that time also the stock specu- 
lation had as a special incentive the unique 
general agricultural situation which was 
then unfolding and showing its various 
bearings, which have since become facts. 

In so far as the prosperity of the country 
depends upon the crops, or so far as it is 
affected thereby, the outcome of the pres- 
ent year is, of course, undeterminable. That 
the fortunate combination of circumstances 
which produced an abundant yield here and 
an urgent European demand for our surplus 
products will be repeated, is also a matter 
of future determination. 

It has not been easy to assign adequate 
explanations to the course of the week's 
market, or even to the movements in spe- 
cial securities. The easier tendency of the 
money market, together with the generally 
bullish sentiment, has béen the most tan- 
gible influence. The shares of the local 
street railways have continued to rece've 
a large amount of attention from specu- 
lators, and have retained a good measure 
of their advance, which can be primarily 
referred to the avowedly favorable dispo- 
sition of the city government toward the 
ex:sting lines. The susceptibility of the 
market to rumors discloses its narrow lim- 
its, despite the broadening and increased 
activity the trading has shown this week. 
Similarly the pessimistic utterances of two 
or three- railway presidents on the rates 
situation sent a shiver through the market 
early in the week. They appear to have 
since been forgotten, and their sincerity 
was always open to question, 

It will always remain a mystery to the 
lay mind how the great railways of the 
country, with the close sympathy of their 
control, can be forever at each 
, throats. Of the trunk lines running out 
of this city three are practically controlled 
| by one Interest, which ts also high in the 
affairs of the Pennsyivania. It is probable 
that the Baltimore and Ohie will in the 
course of the year come under the same 
—e of influence. It seems incredible 
that some insignificant freight or traffie 
manager should have the power and au- 
thority to bring about the conditions com- 
plained of, and they are said to exist, al- 
though the absolute control of all’ these 
roads actually held by not more than five 
men.

A. W. headquarters that 
the Coliseum ‘track would be reinstated 
within the next forty-eight hours and im- 
mediately on receipt of that information he 
@rranged for a bicycle tournament to take 

lace in the Coliseum on the night of 

aturday, Jan, 22. 

This tournament will be under the man- 
@gement of Jack Prince, the once famous 
bicycle rider and promoter of bicycle races, 

“Ask Prince over there to tell you all 
about it,” said Mr. Lucas at L. Wee 
headquarters yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Prince does not look much older than 
he did when years ago he rode a high wheel 
ata bicycle tournament held in old Unton 
Base Ball Park. Senator Morgan, Tom 
Eck and Loutse. Armaindo were riding in 
those days and nothing but the high wheels 
were used. When a rider fell then—well, 
he had occasion to remember it. 


- “The race here,” said Mr. Prince, ‘will 
be under the control of the syndicate formed 
by Mr. Lucas. I will manage it. The pro- 
gramme will consist of: 

“A mile open, professional race, to be run 
in heats, the winners of the first heats to 
take part in the final. 

“A mile, professional, consolation race, of 
heats and a final. 

“A mille, amateur, heats and final and a 
special match challenge race. 

'**The latter will be between J. Eaton of 
New York and Willie Coburn of St. Louis. 

“They will take part in a series of races 
at a mile, two miles and three miles, best 
two in three, and paced by tandem.” 


Eaton is the indoor king, the champion 
of the world, itn fact, at this game. At 
Atlanta, Ga, last fall on Prince’s indoor 
track and for a purse of $1,000 Eaton de- 
feated Bald, Loughhead, Kiser and Cooper. 
He won four out of the five races which 
those cracks took part in. 


Lehr, the Zimmerman of Germany, chal- 
lenged the worid and Eaton is the only one 
of the American riders to accept that chal- 
lenge and to cover his acceptance with 
money. In the meanwhile Lehr is taking 
things easy and has not yet acknowledged 
the acceptance of his defi by Eaton. 


Willie Coburn is the champion rider of 
St. Louls. Prince commenced training him 
yesterday and he promises to bring him to 
,the scratch in the pink of condition. He 
will be coached all through by Prince and 
the latter believes he will make a splendid 
showing against the champion. 

These races will be but the prelude to a 
lot of grand contests which are to follow. 
Let the St. Louis patrons of bicycle races 
encourage the syndicate which has gone to 
the pains to furnish this meet and they will 
see othérs that will compare with any held 
in America. 


With his well known push and I!berality 
Mr, Lucas will leave nothing undone to 
make this meet a winner. He will on Mon- 
day set men to work building a new track 
fn the Coliseum, It will ‘be a model of its 
kind, as solid as concrete and with not a 
nail appearing on its surface, 

While challenges have been sailing back 
and forth among the cycling stars, and while 
all have been accepted frem time to time 
with no definite steps taken to locate the 

lace for holding the race, quiet steps have 

een taken by the race meet promoters of 
Florida to secure one and all of the contests 
to be arranged with August Lehr, the Ger- 
man champion, and Charles Kaiser, the 
Swiss .champion. These riders are now 
training on the $10,000 track at Bellair, Fla. 
and it is on that track that the contests, o 
which there are five, will be held, together 
with other races. Ocala, St. Augustine, 
Tampa and Jacksonville will give frequent 
race meets, There will leave New York in 
the middle of January for the South a party 
composed of many of the world’s most 
moted riders.

He Thinks Jim Was Handled Very 
Badly and With Very Poor Judg- 
ment by His Seconds.

Kelly for the past fifty years has been 
considered the best handler of prize fight- 
ers in this country. 

He has been chief second in many of the 
world’s championship battles and no man 


can speak more intelligently of things in 
the pugllistic line. 
“The pictures are wonderful,”’ said Tom, 
“and they gave me an excellent view of 
the only big fight I have not attended in 
years. 
“What do I think of Corbett now? 
“And what d@lI think of Fitz? 
“It might not be fair or good policy to 
tell you just what I think. 
“T will say this for Corbett, .though. 
“The way his seconds handled him was 
enough to wear him out, if nothing else. 
“Why, they never gave the poor fellow a 
moment's rest or breathing spell. 
“They were rubbing and sponging and 
hauling and lugging him around from the 
first round. 
“That was no way to do. 
“Had I been chief second I would have 
driven all those fellows out of Corbett’s 
corner and handled him quietly and gently. 
“Fitz fought a great fight. He es big 
and strong, and.that he had confideftice in 
himself was proven by the aggressive way 
in which he fought all through. 
“IT did not like the way Corbett carried 
his hands. He held them too low. *You can- 
not carry your hands away down here and 
strike a hard blow with them. True, Jim 
dodged many a blow nicely and did some 
pretty sparring. But dodging and sparring 
only wears one out and does not hurt the 
other fellow. 
“Ritz played cunnin all through. He 
made Corbett come to h’m and cover a lot 
of extra ground, If I had been handling 
=e I would have made Fitz ccme to 
r:im, 
“After reading the newspaper accounts of 
the fight 1 thought Corbett was the only 
man in it, But I must say, after seeing the 
pictures, that Fitz was very much in it from 
the beginning. 
“In fact, I like the way Fitz fought. 
“On the other hand, Corbett also dd no- 
bly, but with the handling he had he was 
badly handicapped, and under the circum- 
stances it was no wonder he was beaten, 
“If they fight again who will win?’’ 
“Oh, well, that’s another story.” 
There has been plenty of sport in the 
boxing line in St. Louis the past few 
weeks, The authorities have been liberal 
and mills have taken place in all ends of 
the city. 


So far there have been no real slugging 
matches and friendly but lively bouts have 
been the order of the day. This is as it 
should be.

CATTLE QUARANTINE LINES. 


Statement of Secretary Rippey of the 
Board of Agriculture. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ‘ 

COLUMBUS, Mo., Jan. 8.—Secretary J. R. 
Rippey of the Missouri State ma of Agri- 
culture, if answer to many Mauiries from 
South Missouri and Northern Arkansas said 
to-day: 

"The United States Department of Agr'i- 
culture has fixed the cattie quarantine line 
for the coming season upon the southern 
boundary of Missouri, thus placing all of 
the State of Arkansas in the infected dis- 
trict, and all of Missouri in the non-infected 
district. These regulations go into effect 
Jan. 15 and continue until Nov. 15, leaving 
only two months for the free introduction 
of Bl cattle. The Missouri authori- 
tles contended for a three anonths’ open pe- 
riod, but were opposed by Kansas, Okla- 
homa and Illinois sanitary boards, and the 
opposition has been susta'ned by the United 
States Department of riculture, The 
Missouri Board of Aagriculture qwill meet 
on the llth inst. and define a St&te quaran- 
tine line and promulgate regulations for 
1898. While no one is autho to speak 
for this board, it will, in ail probability, 
follow very closely the Government line 
and regulations.”’ 

The United States Department of Agri- 
culture ignored the recommendation of the 
Live Stock Sanitary Boards convened in 8%. 
Lou's Dec, 2, asking that the counties of 
Jasper, Newton, McDonald and rry, in 
the State of Missouri, be placed in quaran- 
tine. In taking this action, Dr. Salmon, 
Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
writes: 

“Neither Secretary Wilson nor myself de- 
sire to run a quarantine line across the ter- 
ritory of your State until {t becomes a 
jutely necesgary for the protection of the 
cattle Interests of the country. We shall 
ely upon your board to enforce such reg- 

lations as are necessary to prevent in- 
fected cattle from going out of the infected 
counties of Southwest Missouri as healthy 
cattle. We feel sure that you appreciate 
the gtavity of the situation, and have con- 
fidence that you will do all that can be 
done to prevent infection from these coun. 
tiles, as it would damage your State more 
han others.”’

MET DEATH 
AT THE STAKE 


Two Indian Murderers Tor- 
tured by a Mob. 


HAD MUTILATED A WOMAN. 


THEY WERE CHAINED AND SLOW- 
LY BURNED TO DEATH BY 
WHITE MEN. 


ON THE OKLAHOMA BORDER 


The Men Executed Were Seminoles, 
and There Seemed to Be No Doubt 
That They Committed 
the Crime. 


FORT SMITH, Ark., Jan. 8.—Justice ina 
more horrible form than that meted out to/ 
Henry Smith at Paris, Tex., was’ adminis- 
tered by a mob in the Oklahoma border 
Friday night to J.: Marcus McGeisey and 
Palmer Simpson, two Seminole Indians. 
They were charged with murder, their vic- 
tim being Mrs. James Simmons, a respect- 
able farmer’s wife living in Oklahoma. 


The crime was a most revolting one and 
the criminals were punished in a most re- 
volting manner. Mrs, Simmons was out- 
raged and murdered. The body was hor- 
ribly mutilated. The crime resembled in 
atrocity those perpetrated in the Creek Na- 
tion by the infamous Buck gang, the mem- 
bers of which were hanged at Ft. Smith 
two years ago. | 

The murder and mutilation of Mrs. Sim- 
mons so enraged the neighborhood that 
nearly the entire populace turned out to 
hunt down and punish the guilty parties. 
The trial led the posse to the home of Mc- 
Gelsey, near Maud, a@& small town in the 
Seminole Nation, where McGelsey and Simp- 
son were arrested. After securing their 
prisoners the mob set fire to McGetsey’s 
house and barn and did not leave until they 
saw all of his earthly\possessions reduced 
to ashes. The prisoners were then carried 
back across the line into Oklahoma Terri- 
tory and near the scene of their crime they 
were executed by Judge Lynch’s order in 
the most horrible manner that human 
minds and human hands could devise. 
They were burned at the stake., The In- 
dians met their doom with the usual stol- 
cism of their race. After life was extinct 
the mob allowed the fires to go down and 
then quietly dispersed to their several 
homes. No gecret was made of the fact 
that the Indians had been burned to death, 
and this morning their charred bodies, 
burned beyond recognition, were found ly- 
ing in the ashes of their funeral pyre. 
Everybody in the vicinity seems to know 
that the Indians were executed for the mur- 
ders of Mrs. Simmons, but everybody ap- 
pears to be entirely ignorant of those who 
composed the mob. 

Information was received here of the ter- 
rible affair from persons who saw the 
charred bodies of the Irfdians. Great uneasi- 
ness exists along the Oklahoma border and 
the impression prévails that much more 
bloodshed will follow the work of the mob. 

This is the third instance of mob violence 
recorded in the Indian Territory in the last 
twenty-five years, and by a singular coin- 
cidence the mob in each case came from 
points outside of the Territory.

HORRORS IN HAVANA 


Naked Children Huddled Together and 
Dying of Hunger. 


HAVANA, Jan. 8—An article in the Di- 
cussion describes horrible scenes that are 
witnessed in municipal quarters for recon- 
centrades in Havana City. It says that 430 
wretched beings are quartered in.an un- 
healthy place entirely without ventilation, 
huddied together, and that each bed in the 
place is made to accommodate several pet- 
sons, there being only 121 beds for 500 sick 
inmates. The medicines found tn the build- 
ing consisted of one bottle of cod liver oil 
one demijohn of wine and a few bottles o 
other preparations. All the food On hand 
was reduced to 3 pounds of bacon, 12 
pounds of rice, 18 cans of_ cdéndensed 
milk, half a bag of sugar and som 

arlic. Only one physician and a few stu- 

ents were in attendance and they strolled 
along the corridors where children, women 
and men were suffering. The lack of food 
and clothing o@asioned horrible scenes. At 
one corner a mother held in her arms the 
body of her dying chijd, cry for help,

FIRE QUICKLY EXTINGUISHED. 


The Accident Took Place in the Mt, 
Carmel Company’s Shaft 
Near Chicopee, Kan. 


PITTSBURG, Kan., Jan. 8.—Six men were 
entombed in Shaft No. 6 of the Mount Car- 
mel Coal Company’s mime, six and a half 
miles south of here, near Chicopee, by the 
explosion of gas. Four have been rescued, 
and two are still in the mine. 

The explosion occurred at shot-firing time, 
when, so far as known, but seven or eight 
men were in the shaft, five of these being 
shot-firers and the others drivers. Had the 
accident occurred half an hour later the 
forty men of the night shift would have 
been caught. 

The explosion wrecked the blacksmith 
shop and other buildings at the surface 
and started a fire in the timbering. How- 
ever, the fans were quickly started and 
the fire was extinguished, Twenty minutes 
after the explosion two men, Bob Boyd and 
Joe Sherard, escaped from the smoking 
shaft by climbing up the frarmgework. They 
could give no account of the explosion. 


They were in the mule stables, they said, 
when the explosion occurred, and climbed 
out as soon as they could reach the shaft.
